My  early  reports  contained  three  important  recommendations, 
not  at  that  time  new  ones,  viz.,  (a)  the  desirability  of  the  con- 
struction of  a refuse  destructor,  (fa)  the  necessity  of  a public 
mortuary,  and  (c)  the  importance  of  a public  abattoir.  The  first 
two  became  accomplished  facts  in  1910  and  1913  respectively, 
and  a site  for  an  abattoir  was  purchased  in  June,  1915,  but  its 
erection  was  interfered  with  by  the  war. 

In  the  summer  of  1897  the  erection  of  a separate  Small  Pox 
Hospital  at  Pinley  was  commenced,  and  the  precarious  “ isola- 
tion ” of  Small  Pox  cases  in  the  centre  of  the  City  was  avoided. 
This  was  built  to  accommodate  18  patients,  a larger  number  than 
need  generally  be  provided  for;  on  two  occasions,  in  1903  and 
1904,  this  provision  was  too  small,  as  in  the  former  year  71  cases 
occurred  in  Coventry,  and  in  the  latter  year  an  outbreak  from  the 
Nuneaton  Rural  District  was  dealt  with. 

On  two  occasions,  in  1900  and  1912,  permanent  extensions 
have  been  effected  to  the  City  Hospital,  and  an  old  and  unfit 
building,  a disused  factory,  which  had  been  used  as  an  emergency 
annexe,  was  discarded. 

In  1897  your  City  had  already  been  converted  into  a water 
closet  town  : this  great  hygienic  advance  had  been  accomplished 
through  the  persevering  labours  of  my  predecessor,  the  late  Dr. 
Mark  Fenton;  this  immense  sanitary  improvement  has  been  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  your  City  : the  work  involved  was  great, 
and  while  it  continued  it  met  with  more  opposition  than  grati- 
tude : it  would  be  a suppression  of  the  truth  to  omit  to  say,  that 
your  City  owes  to  the  late  Dr.  Fenton,  for  this  one  matter  alone, 
a great  debt  of  thanks.  If  it  is  necessary  to  prove  this,  it  is  only 
needful  to  point  to  the  general  vital  statistics  of  this  City,  when 
compared  with  certain  other  towns  where  privy  middens  abound. 

The  same  course  was  afterwards  pursued  in  regard  to  the 
area  added  to  the  City  in  1899,  at  that  time  a privy  midden  area 
with  no  proper  drainage  : it  was  an  area  in  which  Typhoid  Fever 
was  practically  endemic  : a drainage  system  was  laid  down,  and 
the  middens  converted  into  water  closets;  1,447  have  been  con- 
verted since  1897. 

Those  who  remember  the  City  intimately,  so  far  as  its 
Courts  are  concerned,  will  know  that  in  1897  every  court 
had  its  obnoxious,  deep  and  offensive  ashpit,  which  periodically 
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overflowed  before  it  was  emptied;  at  that  time  there  were  not  a 
dozen  sanitary  dustbins  in  the  City,  and  there  was  not  a. single 
ashpit  being  constructed  which  conformed  to  the  byelaws  laid 
down  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings.  To-day  very  few  ashpits 
remain,  the  bulk  of  them  having  been  replaced  by  sanitary  dust- 
bins. From  many  points  of  view  these  do  not  appear  perfect;  the 
reason  for  this  largely  arises  from  the  effect  of  competition  placing- 
on  the  market  a very  cheap  and  unsubstantial  form  ; a heavier, 
more  expensive,  and  more  durable  form  would  be  more  economical 
and  more  sanitary;  2,405  ashpits  have  been  abolished  since  1897. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — A scheme  of  Health  Visiting 
in  connection  with  births  has  been  established  locally  since  1906, 
and  a considerable  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  infantile  death 
rate.  Commencing  with  one  Health  Visitor,  these  have  gradually 
increased  to  ten,  assisted  by  two  whole-time  junior  girl  clerks. 

A Municipal  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been  established  for 
a number  of  years,  and  a Maternity  Home  (“  Dunsmoor  ”)  with 
nine  beds  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Council. 

Medical  Inspection. — The  Council  (on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Education  Committee)  made  a commencement  in  the  medical 
inspection  of  school  children  in  1905,  three  years  before  it  was 
made  compulsory  by  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions) 
Act,  1907.  The  staff  now  engaged  in  this  work  includes  two 
whole-time  medical  practitioners,  three  part-time  specialists,  two 
whole-time  dentists,  five  nurses  and  two  clerks ; and  a well- 
equipped  School  Clinic  has  been  established  at  King  Street. 

Tuberculosis. — The  Council  has  provided  Sanatorium  beds 
for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  since  1909;  the  Insurance  Act  of  1911 
led  to  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  these ; an  agreement  was 
entered  into  with  the  Warwickshire  County  Council  for  the  joint 
provision  of  institutional  treatment,  and  a Joint  Tuberculosis  Com- 
mittee was  formed.  A Sanatorium  with  150  beds  (the  King 
Edward  Memorial)  is  in  course  of  erection  at  Hertford  Hill;  the 
Bramcote  Small  Pox  Hospital  has  been  obtained  on  lease,  giving- 
accommodation  for  about  62  ; and  temporarily  the  Exhall  Hospital 
is  in  use  for  tuberculosis  cases,  accommodating  48  patients.  In 
addition,  a number  of  beds  are  occupied  in  various  other  institu- 
tions. 

Besides  the  sanatorium  staffs  engaged  (with  one  resident  and 
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one  visiting-  medical  officer)  there  are  three  whole-time  Tubercu- 
losis Officers  at  work  jointly  for  the  City  and  the  County. 

Venereal  Diseases. — Pursuant  on  the  Public  Health  (Vene- 
real Diseases)  Regulations,  1916,  an  agreement  with  the  Coventry 
and  Warwickshire  Hospital  was  entered  into  for  the  establish- 
ment in  1917  of  a free  treatment  centre  at  that  Hospital.

I.  NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

POPULATION. 

The  Census  figures  shew  the  population  to  be  128,205. 
This  was  considerably  below  our  local  estimate  of  142,000. 
It  is  highly  probable  that  for  the  previous  two  years,  at 
least,  the  population  of  Coventry  had  been  actually  diminishing. 
In  recent  years  the  information  obtained  from  the  Food  Control 
Executive  Officer  had  been  used  as  a gmide  in  regulating  the  local 
estimates;  and  it  is  likely  that  the  figures  so  obtained  were  fairlv 
correct,  and  that  the  population  in  1919  did  approximate  fo 
136,000.  No  means  of  estimating  the  amount  of  emigration 
occurring  can  be  relied  upon.  It  is  probable  that  the  time  of  the 
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year  when  the  census  was  taken  (June  19th)  had  some  influence 
in  telling-  against  the  accuracy  of  the  census  figures ; this  is 
strongly  suggested  by  the  very  large  increase  of  population  that 
was  shewn  in  certain  popular  seaside  resorts. 

A large  amount  of  the  real  increase  in  population  of  Coventry 
is  taking  place  beyond  the  actual  boundary,  and  this  has  been 
the  case  for  many  years  past. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  CITY  AND  DISTRICT. 

This  subject  was  dealt  with  at  length  in  the  report  for  1919 

(q.v.). 

Meteorology. 

Meteorological  observations  are  made  daily  at  the  City 
Hospital,  and  posted  at  St.  Mary’s  Hall.  Monthly  records  of 
them  are  forwarded  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  published 
by  that  Office  in  the  monthly  weather  leports. 

The  relationship  existing  between  the  death  rate  and  the 
temperature,  and  the  humidity  of  the  atmosphere,  is  graphically 
represented  in  the  curves  on  the  plate  on  the  opposite  page. 

The  summary  of  the  meteorological  observations  taken  during 
the  year  is  given  on  page  17. 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  in  the  shade  was  on  July 
10th,  when  89°  F.  was  reached.  Freezing  point  or  below  was 
recorded  in  the  screen  on  32  days  during  the  year;  these  days 
were  distributed  throughout  the  months  as  below  : —

The  highest  temperature  recorded  four  feet  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground  was  60. o°  F.,  on  July  29th  and  August  4th  and  5th, 
and  that  one  foot  below  the  surface  was  69.  i°  F.,  on  July  20th. 

Rain  fell  on  133  days.  The  total  rainfall  at  the  City  Hospital 
amounted  to  17.44  inches,  or  10.17  inches  less  than  in  1920. 

The  greatest  fall  recorded  in  any  24  hours,  from  9 a.m.  lo 
9 a.m.,  was  noted  on  October  3rd,  when  the  amount  collected 
was  .93  inches. 
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This  is  the  lowest  rainfall  on  our  records,  which  date  from 
1892.  The  nearest  approach  to  this  figure  was  19.86  inches  in 
1898. 

The  Priory  Row  (Gulson)  Records,  from  1867  to  1892,  show 
that  the  lowest  fall  in  that  period  was  experienced  in  1870,  with 
21.30  inches. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  rain  gauge  situated  on  the  ground, 
there  is  an  automatic  rain  gauge  at  this  station  ; its  funnel  is  situ- 
ated 4 feet  11  inches  above  the  ground;  this  collected  13.15  inches 
of  rain. 

The  daily  records  of  rainfall  for  the  year  are  given  on 
page  13. 

The  warmest  day  in  the  year  was  July  10th,  and  the  coldest 
December  4th.

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The  average  yearly  rainfall  at  this  station  for  the  preceding 
twenty-nine  years,  1892  to  1920,  was  25.725  inches.  The  rainfall 
for  1921  was  therefore  8.285  inches  below  the  average  for  these 
years. 

The  average  rainfall  for  the  Midland  Counties,  as  recorded  by 
the  Meteorological  Office,  was  18.51  in  1921. 

Below  is  given  the  total  amount  of  bright  sunshine  recorded 
during  each  of  the  past  fifteen  years  by  the  two  sunshine 
recorders  in  use;  the  Campbell-Stokes  instrument  is  the  only  one 
recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office.

NOTES.— This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths  registered  in 
the  district  during  the  calendar  year  and  the  births  and  deaths  properly  belonging  to  it 
with  the  corresponding  rates.  The  rates  are  calculated  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  gross 
population  as  stated  in  Column  2.  In  a district  in  which  large  public  institutions  for 
the  sick  or  infirm  seriously  affect  the  statistics,  the  rates  in  Columns  5 and  13  may  be 
calculated  on  a nett  population,  obtained  by  deducting  from  the  estimated  gross 
population  the  average  number  of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the  district  in  such  institutions. 

* In  Column  6 are  included  the  whole  of  the  deaths  registered  during  the  calendar 
year  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the  district. 

In  Column  12  is  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by  subtraction  of 
the  number  in  Column  8 and  by  addition  of  the  number  in  Column  9.  Deaths  in  Column 
10  are  similarly  corrected  by  subtraction  of  the  deaths  under  1 included  in  the 
number  given  in  Column  8,  and  by  addition  of  the  deaths  under  1 included  in  the 
number  given  in  Column  9. 

t The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  from  the  returns  made  to  him  by  the 
local  Registrar  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists  furnished  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  with  the  rule  in  the  next  paragraph  below. 
The  Registrar-General,  either  directly  or  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
will  supply  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the  particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered 
in  Column  9 ; and  all  such  deaths  are  included  in  this  Column,  unless  an  error 
is  detected,  and  its  correction  has  been  accepted  by  the  Registrar-General.

1 “ Transferable  Deaths”  are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or  usual 
residence  in  England  or  Wales,  die  in  a district  other  than  that  in  which  they  resided. 
The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual  residence,  e.g.,  casuals,  are  not 
included  in  Columns  8 or  9,  except  in  certain  instances  under  3 (6)  below.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  will  state  in  Column  8 the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of  “non- 
residents ” which  are  to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9 the  number  of  deaths 
of  “residents”  registered  outside  the  district  which  are  to  be  added  in  calculating 
the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths : — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic 
asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses)  have  been  regarded  as 
residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient  has  been  directly  transferred 
from  one  such  institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence 
at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an  Institution 
to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  have  been  referred  to  the 
district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  have  been  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under  the 
general  rule  ; (6)  if  this  district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the 
district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; (r)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death 
occurred,  if  known;  and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.

Births. 

There  were  2,859  births  registered  as  having  taken  place 
during  the  year  within  the  City;  38  of  these  were  transferred  out, 
and  15  occurring  elsewhere  were  transferred  here,  leaving  2,836. 
The  birth  rate  for  the  year  has  been  22.1  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation. The  average  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  23.7. 
There  were  93  illegitimate  births  registered,  or  3.3  per  cent,  of 
the  total;  of  this  number  (93),  88  belonged  to  the  City.  In  1920 
the  percentage  was  3.3,  and  in  1919,  3.8.

There  have  been  1,318  deaths  registered  as  having-  taken 
place  during  the  year  within  your  City  ; of  these,  62  were  deaths 
of  non-residents ; these  have  been  referred  to  the  districts  in  which 
the  persons  ordinarily  resided ; and  there  were  53  deaths  of 
residents  which  occurred  elsewhere;  these  have  to  be  added  to 
the  above  number.  The  actual  number  of  deaths,  therefore, 
which  has  to  be  regarded  in  estimating  the  death  rate  is  1,309. 
This  gives  a recorded  death  rate  of  10.2  per  thousand  of  the 
population.

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Inquests. 

Eighty-one  inquests  appear  to  have  been  held  during-  the 
year.  These  include  4 deaths  of  non-residents.  In  41  instances 
the  death  was  attributed  to  disease.  In  the  others  the  originating 
cause,  as  indicated  by  the  verdicts,  was  as  follows  : — Accidents, 
18;  suicide,  5;  asphyxia  (accidental),  4;  drowning,  2;  burns  and 
scalds,  2 ; accidental  poisoning,  1 ; gas  poisoning,  1 ; food  poison- 
ing, 1 ; overlaying,  1 ; murder,  1. 

Uncertified  Deaths. 

There  were  10  uncertified  deaths  during  the  year,  or  0.76  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number.  Deaths  are  recorded  as  uncertified 
when  no  medical  certificate  is  forthcoming  concerning  the  cause 
of  death,  and  when  no  inquest  has  been  held.

These  figures  show  that  a tremendous  increase  has  occurred 
in  the  amount  of  pauperism  the  Guardians  have  been  called  on 
to  deal  with. 
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Medical  Relief. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  October  31st,  1921,  the 
number  of  in-patients  treated  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital  was  2,953,  with  a daily  average  number  of  183.3. 

The  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Coventry 
District  Nursing  Association  during  the  year  was  534.  A small 
part  of  the  City  is  provided  with  nurses  by  the  Foleshill  Nursing 
Association. 

Pauper  Sickness. 

Returns  are  received  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Guardians  each 
fortnight  concerning  the  new  cases  of  pauper  sickness.  In  all, 
1,191  such  cases  have  been  returned.  These  returns  afford  an 
indication  of  the  amount  and  locality  of  illness  among  the  poorest. 

II.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER. 

Particulars  of  the  various  sources  of  the  public  water  supply 
were  set  out  in  the  Report  for  1919  (pp.  38-39).  The  desirability 
of  covering  in  the  tank  at  Spon  End  continues. 

During  the  year  the  Coventry  Corporation  Act,  1921,  was 
passed,  enabling  the  purchase  of  the  Undertaking  of  the  North 
Warwickshire  Water  Co. 

Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  water  from 
the  various  sources. 

Your  Waterworks  Engineer  kindly  informs  me  that  during 
the  twelve  months  1,035,361,829  gallons  of  water  have  been 
supplied  from  the  public  sources  to  the  City;  of  this  322,951,689 
gallons  were  supplied  from  Spon  End,  and  456,540,000  gallons 
from  Shustoke ; whilst  244,583,140  gallons  have  been  supplied 
from  Whitley;  and  11,287,000  gallons  from  the  North  Warwick- 
shire supply.  He  also  informs  me  that  154  new  services  have  been 
laid  on  to  build  and  supply  488  houses  and  39  other  buildings; 
guarantees  have  been  received  for  825  and  78  various  completed 
buildings  respectively,  in  which  are  included  1,097  water-closets 
and  784  new  baths. 

The  amount  supplied  gives  an  average  daily  consumption  of 
2,836,608  gallons.

The  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  practice  of  living  on  Canal  Boats  has,  contrary 
to  general  anticipation,  revealed  evidence  that,  so  far  as  health, 
cleanliness,  morality,  feeding  and  clothing  are  concerned,  the 
bargee  and  his  family  are  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  town  dwellers 
of  a similar  class.  As  regards  education,  the  evidence  was  over- 
whelming that  canal  boat  children  are  scandalously  under-edu- 
cated. Out  of  a thousand  children  living  on  boats,  over  85  per 
cent,  were  almost  uneducated.  The  Committee  recommend  that, 
after  a year’s  grace,  children  of  school  age  should  be  prohibited 
from  living-in  on  boats  during  school  terms.

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MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  (FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 
TRANSFER  OF  POWERS)  ORDER,  1921. 

Extract  from  Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Public 
Health  Committee,  dated  November  17th,  1921  : — 

“ The  Ministry  of  Health  have  issued  an  Order  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Act,  transferring-  certain  powers  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act  from  the  Home  Office  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Those 
particular  provisions  transferred  are  as  follows  : — 

Sec.  61. — Prohibition  of  employment  of  women  after  child-birth. 
Sec.  Q7-100. — Provisions  relating  to  bakehouses. 

Sec.  109. — Making  of  wearing  apparel  where  there  is  scarlet  fever 

or  smallpox. 

Sec.  no. — Prohibition  of  Homework  where  there  is  infectious 

disease. 

The  Circular  proceeds  as  follows  : — 

Prohibition  of  Employment  of  Women  after  Child-Birth. 

Section  61  of  the  Act  provides  that  the  occupier  of  a factory 
or  workshop  shall  not  knowingly  allow  a woman  or  girl  to  be 
employed  therein  within  four  weeks  after  she  has  given  birth  10 
a child.  This  Section  is  extended  to  laundries  by  Section  103  of 
the  Act. 

The  Minister  trusts  that  local  authorities  administering 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Schemes  will  assist  occupiers  of  fac- 
tories, workshops  and  laundries  in  observing  the  provisions  of 
this  Section,  so  far  as  they  are  in  a position  to  do  so.  He  would 
be  glad  if  all  local  authorities  would  in  the  future  communicate 
with  him  on  any  points  which  may  arise  under  this  Section. 

Bakehouses. 

It  seems  to  the  Minister  that  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
relating  to  bakehouses  can  better  be  undertaken  locally  than  cen- 
trally, especially  as  the  work  is  of  the  same  character  as  that  at 
present  performed  by  the  sanitary  staff  of  local  authorities  in 
relation  to  retail  bakehouses  under  Section  102  of  the  Act  of  1901. 

The  actual  amount  of  additional  work  involved  will  be  very 
small,  as  it  is  believed  that  the  number  of  wholesale  bakehouses 
in  England  and  Wales  is  less  than  two  thousand. 

In  addition  to  their  duties  in  relation  to  retail  bakehouses 
under  Section  102,  local  authorities  are  also  charged  with  the 
certification  of  underground  bakehouses  under  Section  101.  Under 
Section  98  the  Authority  have  concurrent  powers  with  the  Factory 
Inspector  to  undertake  a prosecution  in  the  case  of  a bakehouse 
which  is  unsuitable  on  sanitary  grounds.  The  Minister  under- 
stands that  the  power  of  prosecution  under  this  Section  has  in 
• the  past  been  mainly  exercised  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  but  he 
suggests  that  in  future  it  should  be  wholly  exercised  by  the  local 
authority.  Local  Authorities  have  no  specific  powers  of  enforce- 
ment in  regard  to  Sections  97,  99  and  xoo,  but  it  is  suggested  that 
where  an  offence  is  committed  under  any  of  these  Sections,  and 
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the  defect  is  not  remedied  at  the  suggestion  of  the  authority,  pro- 
ceedings could  usually  be  undertaken  under  the  general  terms  of 
Section  yS.  In  any  case,  where  this  cannot  be  done,  the  Minister 
would  be  glad  if  the  facts  were  referred  to  him. 

Reference  may  also  be  made  to  Section  125,  under  which  the 
local  authority  and  their  officers  have  all  necessary  powers  of 
entry,  inspection,  etc. 

Homework  in  Infected  Premises. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  local  authorities  under  Sections  109 
and  1 10,  relating  to  homework  in  premises  where  there  is  infec- 
tious disease,  are  not  affected  by  the  transfer  to  the  Minister  of 
jurisdiction  in  regard  to  these  Sections,  and  there  is  no  alteration 
of  the  classes  of  work  to  which  the  Sections  have  hitherto  applied. 

The  Minister  considers  it  desirable,  however,  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  local  authorities  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  5 
of  Section  110,  under  which  the  Section  may  be  applied  by  special 
order  of  the  Secretary  of  State  (now  the  Minister  of  Health)  to 
other  classes  of  work  besides  those  specified  in  the  sub-section, 
and  to  Part  11  of  the  Homework  Order  of  the  23rd  May,  1907, 
which  applied  the  sub-section  to  various  classes  of  work  in  addi- 
tion to  those  specified  therein.” 

Outworkers. 

Nine  lists  of  outworkers  have  been  received  in  the  regular 
course  from  eight  manufacturing  firms  in  the  City,  referring  to 
75  outworkers.  Sixty-seven  visits  have  been  paid  to  these 
workers,  and  the  premises  used  for  this  work  were  found,  on  the 
whole,  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Out  of  the  total  number 
visited,  only  six  defects  were  discovered;  these  related  to  water 
closet  accommodation  and  limewashing.

These  premises  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time,  and 
were  found  to  be  kept  as  free  from  effluvia  as  the  nature  of  the 
trades  would  allow. 

Thirty  applications  were  received  from  persons  desirous  of 
establishing  and  carrying  on  the  trade  of  fish  fryer,  and  of  these 
nine  were  granted  and  twenty-one  refused.  Permission  was  also 
given  in  three  instances  for  persons  to  commence  the  trade  of 
tripe  boiler. 
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During  the  year  a memorial  was  received  from  ten  inhabi- 
tants of  the  district  to  the  effect  that  the  process  of  frying  chipped 
potatoes  by  a shopkeeper  was  carried  on  in  such  a manner  as  to 
cause  a nuisance  within  the  meaning  of  Section  114  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875.  Although  the  shopkeeper  had  already  adopted 
the  best  known  means  for  carrying  away  and  rendering  innocuous 
the  odour  emitted  from  the  stove  pan  during  the  process  of  frying, 
the  Public  Health  Committee  had  no  alternative  but  to  institute 
Magisterial  proceedings.  The  case  was  heard  on  July  24th,  but 
inasmuch  as  the  evidence  of  the  memorialists  failed  to  prove  that 
the  process  of  potato  frying  was  carried  on  in  such  a manner  ns 
to  create  a nuisance,  no  Order  was  made  by  the  Magistrates. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  concerning 
the  excessive  smoke  emitted  from  nine  factory  chimneys. 
Numerous  observations  have  been  made,  and,  with  one  exception, 
the  nuisance  has  been  abated,  or  an  improvement  effected  on 
receipt  of  a letter  of  caution  or  notice. 

III.  FOOD. 

(A)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supply  during  the  year  1921  averaged  3,500  gallons 
per  day.  Of  this  quantity  about  400  gallons  were  produced  in 
the  City  ; the  remainder  was  produced  in  the  adjoining  County  at 
farms  within  a radius  of  eight  miles. 

The  supply  considerably  exceeded  the  demand  during  the 
whole  of  the  year. 

About  1,200  gallons  of  milk  are  clarified  and  pasteurized 
daily  at  the  Co-operative  Society’s  Dairy,  and  180  gallons  per  day 
at  the  Hygienic  Dairy,  Earlsdon. 

During  the  year  thirteen  specimens  were  examined  for 
tubercle  under  our  “ Milk  Clauses.”  Tubercle  bacilli  were  found 
in  one  specimen,  obtained  from  a farm  outside  the  City. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  visited  the  farm  and  examined  the 
cows,  one  being  found  to  be  very  unthrifty,  and  this  the  owner 
consented  to  destroy  forthwith. 

Specimens  of  milk  were  obtained  from  the  other  cows,  and 
the  milk  from  a healthy-looking  cow  was  found  to  be  tuberculous. 
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Owing*  to  the  Tuberculosis  Order  not  having  been  reinstated, 
the  owner  was  not  under  any  legal  obligation  to  destroy  this  cow. 
However,  the  cow.  was  removed  from  the  dairy,  and  the  owner 
promised  to  notify  the  Health  Department  when  he  disposed  of  it. 

Several  months  later  the  cow  was  sold  in  a public  market, 
and  purchased  by  a butcher  who  resided  in  a town  about  thirty- 
miles  away.  The  authorities  were  notified,  and  the  cow  was 
traced  to  the  public  abattoir. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  reinstatement  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order  of  1914  would  facilitate  the  work  of  Local  Authori- 
ties in  this  respect  without  inflicting  any  undue  hardship  on  the 
cowkeeper.

(B)  MEAT. 

(i.)  During-  the  year  541  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
slaughter-houses  in  order  to  inspect  meat,  and  to  enforce  the  bye- 
laws relating  to  slaughter-houses. 

Twenty-three  contraventions  were  observed  relating  to  lime- 
washing of  walls,  cleansing  of  floors.,  removal  of  offal,  absence 
of  suitable  receptacles  for  offal,  and  the  keeping  of  pigs  elsewhere 
than  in  the  fasting  pens.  These  contraventions  were  remedied 
without  recourse  to  magisterial  proceedings. 

(ii.)  A public  abattoir  has  not  been  established,  although 
land  has  been  purchased  for  its  erection.  As  there  is  no  fixed 
time  for  slaughtering  in  private  slaughter-houses,  no  adequate 
arrangement  is  possible  for  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  time  of 
slaughter. 

(iii.)  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  institute  proceed- 
ings under  Section  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

(iv.)  Forty-one  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  of  animals  werb 
condemned  for  tuberculosis. 

Notifications  were  received  from  34  butchers  using  ig 
slaughter-houses,  concerning  the  carcases  of  128  animals,  viz.  : — 
11  bullocks,  48  cows,  36  heifers,  2 calves,  and  31  pigs,  these 
being  found  after  slaughter  to  be  diseased  or  unsound.  The  meat 
surrendered  and  destroyed  in  connection  with  these  notifications 
was  estimated  to  amount  to  8,015  lbs.,  and  was  as  follows  : — 
Beef,  7,295  lbs.  (of  which  2,780  lbs.  were  tuberculous);  Veal, 
60  lbs.  ; Pork,  660  lbs.

During  the  year  one  old  bakehouse  was  demolished  and  a 
new  one  erected  in  its  place. 

There  has  been  a noticeable  improvement  in  the  structural 
conditions  of  bakehouses  during  recent  years,  owing  to  the  old 
type  of  oven  and  appliances  having  been  replaced  by  modern 
methods  and  buildings.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses 
in  the  City. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875  TO  190c.  ■ 

During  the  year  377  samples  of  food  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analysts,  who  certified  365  as  genuine  and  12  as  adulter- 
ated. 
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The  samples  were  collected  in  the  following-  manner  : — 

Formal  samples,  240;  preliminary  samples,  137;  and  in- 
cluded:— New  Milk,  289;  Butter,  50;  Lard,  to;  Margarine,  1; 
Malt  Vinegar,  6;  Vinegar,  1;  Medicine,  7;  Boric  Ointment,  7; 
Ground  Ginger,  6. 

All  the  samples  of  butter,  margarine  and  lard  were  certified 
as  genuine. 

Of  the  289  samples  of  new  milk,  282  were  certified  as  genuine 
and  seven  as  adulterated.  Of  these,  five  were  deficient  in  fat  in 
amounts  varying  from  6.0  to  20  per  cent.,  and  two  contained 
added  water  to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent. 

One  of  the  six  samples  of  malt  vinegar  was  certified  to  con- 
tain less  than  25  per  cent,  of  pure  malt  vinegar;  the  remainder 
were  genuine. 

Two  of  the  seven  samples  of  medicine  were  found  to  be 
inaccurately  dispensed. 

The  nature  of  each  article  and  the  analytical  results  will  be 
found  on  pages  89-90  and  the  magisterial  proceedings  necessary 
on  page  40. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  ORDERS,  1921. 

Among  other  things  these  Orders  prohibited  the  sale  of 
imported  meat,  bacon  and  ham,  and  imported  eggs,  whether  sold 
by  wholesale  or  retail,  unless  properly  labelled  with  the  word 
“ Imported.”  The  carrying  out  of  this  provision  appears  to  fall 
to  the  Health  Department,  and  purveyors  have  been  circularised 
concerning  it.

In  addition  5 cases  of  Primary  Pneumonia  and  1 of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  Troops  temporarily  stationed  in  the  City. 
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Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  102  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  and  8 
deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  it,  giving  a fatality  per  cent,  of 
7.8.  The  attack  rate  was  0.79  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and 
the  mortality  rate  0.06.  Twenty-seven  of  the  notified  cases  ( i.e ., 

26.4  per  cent.)  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  during  the  year,  and  four  deaths  were  registered  as  due 
to  this  disease,  giving  a fatality  per  cent,  of  1.5.  The  attack  rate 
per  1,000  of  the  population  was  2.09,  and  the  mortality  from  this 
disease  per  1,000  was  0.03.  Two  hundred  and  forty-eight  (i.e., 

92.5  per  cent.)  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  the  City 
Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  this  illness  was  greatest  in  the  Foleshill  and 
Stoke  Wards. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

There  were  six  cases  notified  as  Typhoid  Fever,  and  one 
death  was  attributed  to  it.  Five  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  City  Hospital.  Of  these,  three  were  considered  to  be  cases 
of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  two  Enteritis. 

Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute  Polio- 
Encephalitis.

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  six  cases  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
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The  notification  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  was  subsequently 
cancelled,  and  the  patient’s  death  was  registered  as  due  to  Post 
Basic  Meningitis. 

The  six  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  have  been  revisited,  and 
the  following  remarks  show  the  present  condition  of  the  patients  : — 

No.  i.  General  health  improving- : right  arm  still  slightly 
affected.  Able  to  walk  out  a little. 

No.  2.  Recovery  complete  except  for  slight  affection  of  left 
thumb.  Having-  massage  for  it. 

No.  3.  Left  leg-  shrunken : partial  paralysis  still  visible. 
Attending  hospital  for  massage. 

No.  4.  Recovery  complete. 

No.  5.  Both  legs  useless,  and  in  abnormal  positions.  Is 
being  treated  at  hospital. 

No.  6.  Left  arm  and  leg  partially  paralysed.  Having  mas- 
sage treatment. 

Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  etc. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery, 
etc.)  Regulations  of  the  17th  January,  1919,  the  following  diseases 
were  notified  during  1921  : — Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  48;  Acute 
Influenzal  Pneumonia,  6. 

The  total  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  numbered  94.

It  will  be  noted  that  in  all  of  these  specified  diseases  Coventry 
compares  favourably  with  the  rest  of  the  country;  and  that  the 
advantage  in  regard  to  the  local  figures  is  especially  marked  in 
the  case  of  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  278  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
63  cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

There  were  1 12  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, and  29  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  giving  a death  rate 
of  0.87  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  a rate  of  1.10  for  all 
forms  of  the  disease. 

The  routine  .steps  taken  locally  to  combat  this  disease  have 
been  dealt  with  in  previous  reports. 

In  24  instances  (m  pulmonary  and  13  non-pulmonary)  deaths 
were  registered  as  due  to  this  disease,  although  no  notification 
had  been  received  that  the  deceased  were  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis. 

The  Minister  of  Health  issued  an  Order  on  November  28th, 
1921,  varying  sub-division  2 of  Article  XX.  of  the  Warwickshire 
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and  Coventry  Joint  Committee  for  Tuberculosis  Order,  1914, 
whereby  the  proportion  of  the  expenditure  of  the  Joint  Committee 
chargeable  to  the  City  of  Coventry  was  increased  from  26.12% 
to  27.24%.  This  alteration  was  based  on  the  changed  ratio  of 
the  City  to  the  County  population,  as  shewn  by  the  Census  of 
1921. 

The  following  table  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  recommended 
by  the  late  Dr.  Bulstrode,  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  show- 
ing the  position,  so  far  as  “ remaining  well  ” is  concerned,  of 
those  patients  who  have  gone  from  Coventry  to  Sanatoria  : —

Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Dr.  J.  McG.  Williams  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ During-  1921,  the  number  of  new  patients  examined  at  or  in 
connection  with  the  Dispensary  in  the  The  Quadrant  was  580, 
as  compared  with  587  in  1920.  Of  these  580  patients,  547 
attended  the  Dispensary  and  33  were  examined  at  their  homes. 
The  total  attendances  of  Coventry  patients  at  the  Dispensary 
amounted  to  2,825,  and  32  home  visits  to  old  patients  were  made 
during  the  year,  making  a total  of  2,857.  1°  1920  the  number 

of  attendances  and  home  visits  amounted  to  2,591.  There  was 
therefore  a considerable  increase  in  the  attendances  during  1921. 
Considerably  more  than  half  of  the  new  cases  were  found  not  to 
be  suffering  from  active  tuberculosis,  or  in  need  of  treatment  other 
than  advice  and  supervision  either  at  the  Dispensary  or  by  their 
own  doctors.  For  convenience  in  giving  further  information,  the 
home  visits  to  both  old  and  new  patients  are  counted  as  attend- 
ances at  the  Dispensary,  i.e.,  580  new  patients  and  2,857  attend- 
ances of  all  patients. 

The  Dispensary  is  open  'on  Tuesdays  from  6 to  9 p.m.,  and 
on  Fridays  from  2 to  5 p.m.,  but  patients  can  be  seen  on  other 
days  by  appointment,  and  during  the  year  the  Dispensary  was 
frequently  open  on  Mondays  for  the  examination  of  contacts  and 
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old  cases.  As  the  attendances  are  now  rather  numerous  and 
apparently  increasing-,  1 hope  that  all  medical  men  who  want 
patients  examined,  will  inform  their  patients  that  it  is  advisable 
for  them  to  call  at  the  Dispensary  and  make  an  appointment. 
If  they  attend  during-  the  ordinary  Dispensary  sessions  they  may 
have  to  wait  a long-  time,  or  perhaps  return  on  another  day. 

The  arrang-ements  made  in  1918  for  the  allocation  of  Hos- 
pital and  Sanatorium  beds  were  continued.  Several  discharged 
soldiers  were  sent  to  Colonies  for  concurrent  treatment  and  train- 
ing- in  various  trades. 


Dr.  French  and  Dr.  Cyriax  continued  to  act  as  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officers.  Dr.  Edwards  remained  at  Bramcote  Sana- 
torium as  Medical  Superintendent,  and  Dr.  Laird  continued  to 
act  as  Visiting-  Medical  Officer  to  Exhall  Sanatorium.  In  Feb- 
ruary, 1921,  the  number  of  beds  at  Bramcote  Sanatorium  was 
increased  from  48  to  60,  and  during-  the  summer  a ward  with 
2 beds  for  acute  cases  was  completed,  making  the  total  number 
of  beds  62;  and  in  October,  1921,  the  beds  at  Exhall  were 
increased  from  42  to  48  by  the  erection  of  three  double  shelters.

Fifty-seven  (57)  of  these  129  patients  who  were  discharged  or 
died  may  be  classified  as  advanced  or  moderately  advanced  cases. 
It  was  found  on  investigation  that  5 of  these  were  much  improved, 
31  improved,  9 stationary,  9 worse,  and  3 died.  The  improve- 
ment is  usually  not  lasting,  and  long  periods  of  Sanatorium  treat- 
ment for  these  advanced  cases  have  little,  if  any,  curative  value. 
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From  the  point  of  view  of  prevention,  however,  there  may  be 
somethings  to  be  said  for  this  policy.  The  early  cases  should, 
where  necessary,  have  prolonged  treatment,  but  not  every  early 
case  of  tuberculosis  requires  Sanatorium  treatment,  probably  the 
majority  do  not.  I still  believe  that  Sanatorium  treatment  is  the 
best  treatment  at  present  available  for  selected  cases,  at  any  rate 
at  the  commencement  of  their  fight  against  the  disease. 

Treatment  in  residential  institutions  is  the  most  costly  part 
of  a scheme  for  dealing  with  tuberculosis,  and  it  is  probable  that 
during  1922  the  Joint  Committee’s  beds  for  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis will  be  limited  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  beds  for 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  patients  in  the  Joint  Committee’s 
area  are  already  limited  to  24.  At  present  this  number  meets 
requirements  fairly  well.  Although,  occasionally,  there  may  be 
a waiting  list  of  two  or  three  for  a few  weeks,  I have  been  able 
to  arrange  treatment  for  nearly  all  cases  applying  to  the  Com- 
mittee without  much  delay. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Joint  Committee,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  that  all  patients  except  ex-soldiers  and 
sailors  treated  in  Institutions,  who  could  afford  a contribution 
towards  the  cost  of  their  treatment,  should  be  asked  to  pay  a fee 
according  to  their  means.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  collecting-  the  fees  suggested,  notwithstanding-  the  fact 
that  the  Joint  Committee  has  been  generous  and  lenient  in  deal- 
ing with  these  cases.  No  case  was  refused  treatment  who  could 
not  pay  anything  towards  the  expense  incurred  in  treating  him 
or  her. 

Old  cases  of  at  least  twelve  months’  duration  were  examined 
with  a view  to  finding  out  their  working  capacity.  The  following 
table  gives  the  number  at  work,  the  number  fit  for  light  work, 
and  the  number  not  working  and  unfit  for  work  of  any  kind  : —

Contacts. — Routine  examination  of  contacts  was  continued 
during  the  year.  Little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  arranging 
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for  the  examinations,  and  only  10  contacts  failed  to  keep  their 
appointments.  As  was  to  be  expected  a large  proportion  of  the 
contacts  did  not  show  any  evidence  of  active  tuberculosis.  As 
at  present  carried  out,  contact  examination  is  not  a very  important 
branch  of  the  work,  for  it  will  be  practically  impossible  to  re- 
examine the  cases  seen  in  1921  in  three,  five  or  ten  years’  time. 
Unless  this  can  be  done,  the  only  conclusion  that  can  be  come  to 
regarding-  the  apparently  healthy  contacts  is  that  as  a result  of 
one,  two  or  more  examinations  in  any  given  year,  no  evidence 
of  tuberculosis  was  found. 

Dispensary  Treatment.—  The  number  of  patients  having  this 
form  of  treatment  shows  a decrease  of  52,  compared  with  the 
number  in  1920.  Dispensaries  were  never  intended  to  be  stations 
where  any  and  ever)'  tuberculous  person  could  attend  for  a supply 
of  medicine  or  cod  liver  oil.  (Ministry  of  Health  Circular  Letter, 
No.  257,  par.  2 (b)  ). 

X-Ray  Examinations. — The  number  of  examinations  of 
Coventry  patients  made  during  the  year  was  340.  There  were 
266  screenings  and  74  photographs ; 304  examinations  of  the 
chest  were  made  and  36  of  other  parts.  It  will  be  seen  that  increas- 
ing use  is  being  made  of  this  means  of  investigating  cases,  and 
although  it  is  rather  expensive  to  keep  up,  I think  it  is  well  worth 
the  money  which  was  and  is  being  spent  on  it.  A considerable 
number  of  practitioners  now  ask  for  their  patients  to  be  examined 
with  the  X-Rays,  and  several  have  attended  the  Coventry  Dis- 
pensary when  their  patients  were  being  examined.  This  is  very 
satisfactory,  and  I always  like  to  meet  the  doctors  in  consulta- 
tion. 

Shelters. — The  arrangements  between  the  Joint  Committee 
and  the  City  Council  for  the  hire  of  the  latter’s  shelters  con- 
tinued. On  the  31st  December,  1921,  12  shelters  were  in  use 
and  4 vacant.  During  the  year  6 were  removed  from  patients 
on  ceasing  to  be  required,  and  3 were  erected  at  new  addresses. 

Children. — Two  hundred  and  forty-one  (241)  children,  up  to 
16  years  of  age,  attended  the  Dispensary.  Of  these,  12  were 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  10  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  212  were  not  definitely  tuberculous,  while  7 
cases  were  doubtful,  and  were  under  observation  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  pulmonary  cases  were  classified  into  Stage  1.,  7; 
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Stage  II.,  2;  Stage  III.,  3.  Of  the  children  attending,  116  were 
boys  and  125  girls. 

Dental  Treatment. — Dental  treatment  was  continued  at 
Bramcote  and  Exhall  Sanatoria.  Particulars  of  the  cases  treated 
in  the  Sanatoria  appear  in  the  reports  of  the  Bramcote  and  Exhall 
House  Committees.  One  patient  was  supplied  with  an  artificial 
denture  under  the  scheme  for  treating  patients  on  Dispensary 
or  Domiciliary  Treatment. 

After  Care. — Efforts  to  obtain  suitable  employment,  clothing 
and  financial  help  for  necessitous  cases  were  continued  on  the 
same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  Numerous  gifts  of  clothing, 
and  sums  of  money  amounting  to  ^,'13  15s.  od.,  were  received 
from  various  sources,  all  of  which  have  been  acknowledged  and 
the  donors  thanked.  In  addition  special  weekly  grants  from  the 
British  Red  Cross  were  made  to  the  families  of  six  patients — 
discharged  ex-service  men — varying  in  amount  from  10/-  to  30/-, 
while  the  wage-earners  were  in  Sanatoria.  There  were  135 
applications  for  help,  and  the  cases  were  dealt  with  as  follows 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  : — 

Suitable  Employment  found,  1 ; Financial  Help,  16;  Clothing 
supplied,  31;  Pensions  and  Special  Grants  obtained,  10;  Sent  to 
Convalescent  Homes,  9 ; •Arrangements  for  admissions  to  Infir- 
mary, 7;  Special  Nursing-  arrangements,  15;  Milk  given  by 
Coventry  Insurance  Committee,  9;  Relief  obtained  from  Guar- 
dians, 9;  Spinal  Carriage  lent,  2;  Nothing  done  and  applications 
withdrawn,  21  ; Not  settled  at  end  of  year,  5;  Total,  135. 

Any  small  success  that  has  been  achieved  in  this  work  is 
due  to  Nurse  Shaw’s  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  and 
to  her  energy  in  obtaining  help  for  them. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  paid  773  visits  to  patients’  homes, 
91  of  these  being  to  discharged  ex-service  men;  and  the  Health 
Visitors  paid  2,776  such  visits,  215  of  which  were  to  discharged 
soldiers. 

Extra  Nourishment. — The  Joint  Committee  now  have  limited 
powers  to  grant  extra  diet  to  tuberculous  patients.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  May  the  Coventry  Insurance  Committee  was  supplying 
extra  nourishment  to  6 patients.  The  Joint  Committee  continued 
this  extra  diet,  and  granted  22  other  patients  extra  nourishment 
during  the  period  from  the  1st  May  to  the  31st  December,  1921. 
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These  grants  ceased  in  14  cases  during  the  period  under  considera- 
tion, so  that  there  were  14  patients  receiving  extra  diet  on  the 
31st  December,  1921. 

Payment  of  patients’  travelling  expenses. — The  travelling 
expenses  of  necessitous  patients  from  their  homes  to  Sanatoria 
can  be  paid,  and  during-  1921  the  sum  of  jQq  4s.  3d.  was  spent. 
This  amount  does  not  take  into  account  the  upkeep  of  the  Bram- 
cote  Ambulance,  or  the  hire  of  the  taxis  in  regular  use  for  Exhall 
Sanatorium. 

Sanatorium  Benefit  ceased  to  be  included  among  the  benefits 
conferred  by  Part  1 of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  on  the 
1st  May,  1921.  From  that  date  Local  Authorities  had  to  take 
over  the  responsibilities  of  the  Insurance  Committees  with  regard 
to  Tuberculosis.  A Circular  Letter — 190 — was  issued  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  the  end  of  March,  1921,  setting  forth  the 
arrangements  which  were  to  be  made  by  Local  Authorities  from 
the  appointed  date  on  which  Sanatorium  Benefit  was  to  cease. 
In  the  Joint  Committee’s  area  there  was  not  any  great  difficulty 
experienced  in  taking  over  the  responsibilities  of  the  Warwickshire 
and  Coventry  Insurance  Committees,  as  agreements  had  previously 
been  entered  into  with  these  two  Insurance  Committees,  whereby 
the  Joint  Committee  provided  the  Institutional  Treatment  for  the 
Insurance  Committees’  patients.  In  accordance  with  Circular  190, 
the  Joint  Committee  arranged  for  insured  persons  who  were  already 
receiving  Institutional  Treatment  on  the  30th  April,  1921,  to  con- 
tinue having  this  treatment,  so  that  there  was  no  break  in  the 
treatment.  They  also  arranged  to  provide  Sanatorium  treatment 
generally  to  all  persons  requiring  it,  but  they  decided  that  those 
patients  whose  financial  circumstances  were  such  that  they  might 
be  expected  to  make  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their 
treatment  should  be  asked  to  do  so.  It  is  not  desirable  for  any 
Local  Authority  to  provide  free  treatment  for  all  patients  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis,  irrespective  of  their  income.  Extra  diets 
are  granted  by  me  to  the  cases  I think  suitable,  and  reports  of 
their  financial  conditions  are  given  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee,  at  which  the  grants  are  either  approved  or  stopped. 
It  was  recently  decided  by  the  Joint  Committee  that  extra  nourish- 
ment should  not  be  granted  unless  the  total  family  income,  after 
deducting  the  rent,  was  less  than  10/-  per  head  per  week,  with 
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the  proviso  that  I could  use  my  judgment  in  dealing  with  small 
families  of  one  or  two  members.  The  Ministry  request  the  Local 
Authorities  to  see  that  suitable  precautions  are  taken  against  the 
abuse  of  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment.  As  far  as  possible, 
we  try  to  ensure  that  the  articles  of  food  supplied  are  consumed 
by  the  patients  for  whom  they  are  intended. 

The  special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculous 
ex-service  men  would  appear  at  first  sight  to  be  somewhat  com- 
plicated, but  the  main  point  is  that  an  ex-service  man  has  to  have 
preferential  treatment. 

Numerous  statistics  and  returns  have  to  be  prepared  at  various 
intervals  showing  the  numbers  of  ex-service  men  in  residential 
Institutions,  the  numbers  on  the  waiting  lists,  and  the  numbers 
of  reports  sent  on  special  forms  to  the  various  local  Pensions 
Committees.  The  majority  of  these  report  forms  and  returns 
could  be  dispensed  with  without  depriving  the  patients  concerned 
of  any  part  of  their  treatment.  Their  completion  and  the  keeping 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Record  Cards  for  Pensions  Medical  Boards 
take  up  a considerable  amount  of  time,  which,  to  my  mind,  might 
be  spent  more  profitably  in  other  work.  From  the  ist  May  to 
31st  December,  1921,  79  of  these  special  forms  were  forwarded 
to  the  Coventry  War  Pensions  Committee. 

Previous  to  the  cessation  of  Sanatorium  Benefit,  the  panel 
practitioners  had  to  forward  Quarterly  Reports  to  the  Insurance 
Committees  on  the  condition  of  their  tuberculous  insured  patients 
who  were  receiving  domiciliary  treatment.  These  reports  now 
come  direct  to  me,  except  the  first  report,  which  has  to  go  to  the 
Regional  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  On  the 
whole,  the  reports  have  been  forwarded  to  me  fairly  promptly, 
and  in  most  cases,  where  there  was  any  considerable  delay,  there 
was  some  satisfactory  explanation  as  to  why  the  report  had  not 
been  sent. 

Special  arrangements  are  also  in  force  for  the  treatment  of 
members  of  the  Mercantile  Marine  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
It  is  not  likely  that  many  of  these  cases  will  apply  to  the  Joint 
Committee  for  treatment,  but  if  they  do  they  will  be  attended  to 
promptly,  as  indicated  in  the  regulations. 

In  November,  1921,  the  Ministry  issued  another  Circular- 
257 — calling  attention  to  the  need  for  economy.  This  Circular

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states  that  large  numbers  of  patients  should  not  be  treated  at 
Dispensaries  and  supplied  with  bottles  of  medicine.  With  regard 
to  residential  institutions,  information  is  given  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  will  fix  a definite  limit  to  the  number  of  beds  to  be  used 
by  the  Joint  Committee  for  1922  and  J923.  The  question  of  con- 
tributions by  patients  is  again  considered,  and  the  wording  of  the 
paragraph  dealing  with  this  question  is  as  follows  : — 

“ The  Ministry  considers  that  Local  Authorities  should 
require  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  residential 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  (other  than 
ex-service  men  whose  disease  has  been  held  to  be  attributable 
to  or  aggravated  by  War  Service),  in  cases  where  the  finan- 
cial circumstances  of  the  patients  are  such  as  to  justify  a 
charge.  It  is,  however,  important  that  nothing  should  be 
done  which  would  be  likely  to  deter  persons  who  are  in  need 
of  residential  treatment  from  accepting  such  treatment,  and 
that  a charge  should  only  be  made  in  cases  in  which  the 
Authority  are  satisfied  that  the  patient  is  in  a position  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  treatment.” 

The  preparation  of  this  report  involves  a good  deal  of  clerical 
work,  which  seems  to  be  increasing  each  year.  The  Tuberculosis 
Nurse  and  Clerical  Staff  have  given  me  much  assistance  in  pre- 
paring the  tables  for  this  report.” 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  free  clinic  established  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital  has  been  continued,  and  the  return  of  the  work  done 
in  this  department  of  the  Hospital  is  set  out  in  tabular  form. 

It  will  be  seen  that  out  of  a total  of  843  patients,  39,  or  4.6  % 
ceased  to  attend  the  clinic  before  their  first  course  of  treatment 
was  completed,  and  6,  or  0.7  % ceased  attendance  after  one  or 
more  courses,  but  before  completing  treatment. 

There  are  thirteen  general  practitioners  qualified  to  receive 
free  supplies  of  salvarsan  substitutes;  and  to  these,  38  doses  of 
Novarsenobillon  and  170  doses  of  Galyl  have  been  supplied  during 
the  year. 

Fifty-one  specimens  for  the  Wassermann  Test  have  been 
submitted  by  private  practitioners.

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V.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918. 

The  Infant  Consultation  Centre  has  been  continued  in  the 
temporary  premises  provided  by  two  rooms  in  the  basement  of 
the  Council  House.  This  accommodation  proved  more  and  more 
inadequate  owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  applications 
received  for  assistance  to  mothers  and  children,  as  a result  of  the 
large  amount  of  unemployment  prevailing  in  the  City. 

An  opportunity  arose  during  the  year  of  renting  the  old 
Hospital  at  the  Barracks  from  your  Barracks  Committee.  A 
scheme  was  prepared  for  renovating  these  premises,  and  has 
been  approved  by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Pos- 
session was  obtained  on  October  17th,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these 
larger  premises  will  soon  be  available  for  this  purpose. 

The  expectation  of  life  at  birth  of  male  and  female  children 
born  in  Coventry  is  here  shewn,  together  with  other  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Midland  County  Boroughs  with 
populations  over  100,000.

MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902  AND  1918. 

Of  the  49  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
during  1921,  ten  have  left  the  neighbourhood,  and  seven  have 
either  taken  one  case  or  acted  solely  as  maternity  nurses.  Of 
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the  remaining  32,  only  five  are  “ bona-fide,”  i.e.,  untrained  mid- 
wives. 

During  the  year  88  visits  have  been  paid  by  Health  Visitors 
to  midwives  in  their  own  homes;  of  these,  12  visits  have  been 
made  when  an  enquiry  relating  to  an  infectious  case  has  been 
necessary.  On  the  whole  the  bags  of  the  midwives  have  been 
found  in  a satisfactory  condition;  in  several  instances  the  appear- 
ance of  the  bag  and  its  contents  gives  an  impression  of  the  high 
standard  of  work  performed  by  the  owner. 

The  registers  of  the  midwives  have  been  carefully  kept,  and 
the  details  regarding  pulse  and  temperature  have  been  entered 
methodically  in  the  books  provided.  The  figures  show  that  2,804 
cases  have  been  attended  during  the  year ; of  these,  333  have 
occurred  outside  the  City  area,  leaving  2,471  cases  as  having 
taken  place  in  Coventry.  Out  of  these,  391  have  been  doctor’s 
cases,  where  a midwife  has  been  in  attendance  as  well.  This 
leaves  2,080  cases  attended  by  midwives  out  of  the  total  number 
of  births  occurring  within  the  City  (2,859). 

Two  letters  of  caution  have  been  sent  regarding  failure  to 
call  in  medical  aid  for  discharging  eyes. 

Forms  for  sending  for  medical  help,  numbering  698,  have 
been  received  during  the  twelve  months  (see  accompanying  list); 
also  89  forms  regarding  artificial  feeding,  9 concerning  contact 
with  infectious  diseases,  2 notifications  of  death  having  occurred 
before  medical  aid  could  be  summoned,  and  one  for  having  laid 
out  a dead  body.

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The  Midwives  Act,  1918,  puts  on  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  the  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  medical 
men  called  in  by  midwives,  at  a scale  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  Local  Supervising  Authority  has  power  to  recover 
these  fees  except  in  cases  of  poverty.  During  the  year  1921  the 
sum  of  ^286  15s.  6d.  was  paid  in  regard  to  such  fees.  Efforts 
are  made  to  recover  these  fees  where  it  appears  that  they  can  be 
paid. 


Notification  of  Births  Act. 


During  the  year  269  notifications  of  live  births  occurring  in 
their  practices  have  been  received  from  doctors,  2,336  from  mid- 
wives, and  16  have  been  notified  by  parents;  24  still-births  have 
been  notified  by  doctors,  69  by  midwives,  and  1 by  a parent, 
making  a total  of  2,715. 

Of  the  total  of  2,859  births  registered,  2,530  were  notified, 
or  88.5  per  cent. 


Report  of  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

Miss  Barratt  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ During  the  year  2,505  first  visits  have  been  made  to  infants 
born  within  the  City,  or  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
as  having  moved  to  Coventry  with  their  parents;  25  of  the  latter 
notifications  were  received  during  the  twelve  months. 

Visits  are  made  by  a Health  Visitor  shortly  after  the  mid- 
wife or  doctor  has  ceased  attending,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether 
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the  mother  and  baby  are  progressing:  favourably,  and  where 
there  is  difficulty  to  offer  advice.  Cases  of  wrong  feeding  are 
reported,  the  infants  frequently  being  less  than  one  month  old, 
proving  that  these  early  visits  are  extremely  necessary.  Con- 
siderable care  and  attention  have  been  devoted  by  the  Health 
Visitors  to  difficult  cases,  and  at  times  this  has  resulted  in  a weekly 
visit  being  paid  to  the  house  until  the  infant  has  shown  signs 
of  improvement.  Mothers  have  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the 
interest  shown,  and  advice  given. 

Re-visits. — Re-visits  to  the  number  of  4,625  have  been  paid 
to  infants  under  12  months  old,  and  4,286  to  children  between  the 
ages  of  1 and  5 years,  making  a total  of  8,91 1 altogether.  It 
is  needless  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  these  visits;  frequently 
the  mother  has  been  forced  to  wean  the  infant  and  has  had  to 
resort  to  artificial  feeding;  at  such  a time  she  is  particularly  glad 
of  advice  regarding  quantities  of  milk,  intervals  between  the 
feeds,  etc. 

Cots. — It  is  the  custom  for  mothers  to  make  provision  for 
the  infants  to  sleep  alone  at  night;  unfortunately,  there  remain 
a few  who  persist  in  having  the  child  in  bed,  in  spite  of  the  warn- 
ing given. 

Comforters. — The  objectionable  habit  of  giving  the  infant  a 
“ dummy  ” does  not  decrease  very  much  from  year  to  year,  even 
though  the  mother  is  advised  against  it. 

Transferred  Births. — During  the  twelve  months  the  names 
and  addresses  of  57  infants  have  been  notified  to  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  various  Counties  or  County  Boroughs. 
These  infants  had  been  born  within  the  City,  and  were  taken  bv 
their  parents  to  another  town  or  district.

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Infant  Consultation  Centre. 

The  two  rooms  in  the  basement  of  the  Council  House 
kindly  lent  temporarily  for  this  purpose  by  the  Water  Engineer's 
Department  have  been  totally  inadequate  for  the  necessary  accom- 
modation of  the  mothers  who  attended  to  have  their  babies 
weighed  and  for  the  distribution  of  dried  milk. 

The  rooms  have  been  open  for  the  weighing  of  infants  five 
afternoons  and  one  morning  each  week  throughout  the  year. 
The  attendance  has  been  on  an  average  718  per  week,  and  the 
total  attendances  made  by  mothers  with  infants  has  been  38,097. 

On  each  visit  the  mother  receives  advice  regarding  the  health 
and  feeding  of  her  infant,  and  at  the  same  time  has  her  baby 
weighed.  Model  infants’  garments  are  displayed,  and  paper 
patterns  are  given  free  of  charge. 

The  distribution  of  dried  milk  has  been  continued  through- 
out the  year.  28  tons  8cwts.  110  lbs.  of  dried  milk,  and  6 tons 
12^  cwts.  of  groats  have  been  distributed;  of  these,  20  tons 
19  cwts.  3 qrs.  13  lbs.  (47,025  lbs.)  of  milk,  and  6 tons  6 cwts. 

1 qr.  18  lbs.  (7,079  bags)  of  groats  have  been  supplied  free  to 
mothers  and  children  under  two  years,  and  the  remainder  sold 
ac  cost  price. 

The  number  of  cases  who  have  applied  for  free  milk  during 
the  year  has  been  1,240;  of  these,  66  have  been  refused,  the 
income  being  higher  than  the  scale  laid  down  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  and  1,174  have  been  placed  on 
the  free  list  for  varying  lengths  of  time. 

The  handling  of  this  large  quantity  of  milk  in  pound  packets 
has  of  necessity  increased  the  work  of  this  Department  to  a con- 
siderable extent. 

Dinners  for  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  Municipal  Restaurant  Committee  for  dinners  to  be 
provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
five  years,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  they  were  not  getting 
sufficient  nourishment  owing  to  the  unemployment  existing  in  the 
City.  The  cost  of  the  dinners  has  been  defrayed  by  the  Mater- 
nity and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

During  the  year  21,065  dinners  have  been  given  to  413 


mothers,  and  28,095  dinners  to  534  children  under  five  years,  for 
varying-  lengths  of  time. 

The  expenditure  on  this  service  during  the  year  was  ^1,375 
os.  8d. 

Maternity  Beds. 

The  Maternity  Home,  “ Dunsmoor,  ” 55,  Holyhead  Road, 
was  taken  over  by  the  Council  from  April  1st,  1921.  Previously 
it  had  been  conducted  by  a voluntary  Committee.  The  Institution 
contains  nine  beds. 

During  the  year  57  patients  were  admitted  and  57  children 
born.  There  were  no  patients  remaining  in  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  though  22  were  awaiting  admission.  Of  the  57  cases,  28 
were  assisted  cases,  i.e.,  paid  part  of  the  fees,  one  paid  nothing, 
and  28  paid  the  full  fees. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Eleven  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  and  two  deaths 
were  registered  as  due  to  it. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

There  have  been  36  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  noti- 
fied during  1921.  As  26  of  them  were  notified  by  midwives  and 
14  by  doctors,  it  would  appear  that  4 have  been  notified  by  both. 
This  is  a considerable  reduction  on  the  number  notified  the  pre- 
vious year,  when  the  figure  reached  109. 

Of  the  36  cases,  33  are  said  to  have  made  a total  recovery  ; 
3 died  before  recovery  was  complete.  None  of  these  cases  were 
nursed  in  hospital. 

Measles. 

One  death  was  registered  as  due  to  Measles.  This  was  a 
child  under  one  year  of  age. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Notifications  were  received  from  Head  Teachers  of  Schools 
as  to  32  alleged  cases  of  this  disease  occurring  in  the  homes  of 
children,  and  four  deaths  were  recorded. 
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Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

Fourteen  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic  Diarr- 
hoea and  Infective  Enteritis,  and  twenty-two  to  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  not  returned  as  infective.  Reference  to  the  table  on 
page  52  will  show  how  this  figure  compares  with  previous  years. 
In  this  table  deaths  from  such  ill-defined  causes  as  Enteritis, 
Gastro-enteritis,  etc.,  are  not  included. 

Considering  the  exceptional  spell  of  hot,  dry  weather  which 
occurred  in  1921,  this  figure  is  much  below  what  might  have  been 
expected.  It  would  appear  highlv  probable  that  the  increasing 
use  of  dried  milk  for  hand-fed  babies  avoids  the  dangers  inherent 
in  fresh  milk  (for  infants)  in  the  hot  weather. 

Still  Births. 

No  system  of  registration  of  still-births  exists  in  this  country. 
Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  still-births  (after  a certain 
period  of  gestation)  are  notifiable.  During  the  year  24  cases  were 
notified  by  medical  men,  69  by  midwives,  and  one  by  a parent. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Cemeteries  kindly  furnishes  me 
each  month  with  a record  of  those  that  are  buried  at  the  Coventry 
Cemeteries;  from  these  it  appears  that  84  bodies  of  infants  said 
to  have  been  still-born  were  buried  in  the  Cemeteries  during  the 
year ; of  these  50  were  certified  by  medical  men  as  having  been 
still-born,  33  by  midwives,  and  one  after  an  inquest.  Four  of 
these  were  born  outside  the  City. 

VI.  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

STAFF. 

Particulars  of  the  staff  of  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  etc., 
are  set  out  on  pages  2-3. 

The  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  under  the 
headings  of  their  different  duties  is  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Visits  in  regard  to  births.  These  have  been  spoken  of 
under  the  heading  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  pages  79-81. 

(2)  Infectious  Disease.  Visits,  numbering  2,879  have  been 
made  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases ; the  greater  proportion 
being  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis  (2,776). 

Of  the  remaining  103  visits,  38  were  paid  to  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  44  to  Chicken  Pox,  8 to  Puerperal 
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Fever,  5 to  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  5 to  Scarlet  Fever,  2 to  Dipth- 
theria,  and  1 to  Measles. 

(3)  Work  in  connection  with  the  Midwives  Acts  is  referred  to 
on  page  77. 

(4)  Other  miscellaneous  work.  During  the  year  1,570  miscel- 
laneous visits  have  been  made.  These  include  visits  in  respect 
of  neglected  homes,  dirty  premises,  dilapidations,  alleged  nuis- 
ances, overcrowded  houses,  and  any  other  special  information 


required  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Throughout  the  year  159  nuisances  and  46  dirty  houses  were 

reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR 

INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

The  City  and  Pinley  Isolation  Hospitals. 

At  the  City  Hospital  405  patients  have  been 

under  treatment. 

Twenty-six  patients  were  remaining  in  at  the  beginning  of  the 

year,  7 were  sick  staff,  and  372  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

Of  these  patients,  77  were  admitted  from  the  Foleshill  Rural 
District  (x  Diphtheria,  4 Typhoid  Fever,  and  72  Scarlet  Fever), 
14  from  the  Coventry  Rural  District  (10  Scarlet  Fever,  4 as  Diph- 
theria), and  one  was  a Military  case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Particulars  concerning  the  illnesses  suffered  from  are  given  in 
the  subjoined  table. 
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Of  the  33  patients  admitted  as  Diphtheria  (dealing  only  with 
the  30  discharged  during  the  year),  13  were  admitted  with  a view 
to  Tracheotomy  being  performed  if  required.  Of  these,  9 were 
operated  upon,  one  of  whom  was  transferred  to  the  Coventry 
and  Warwickshire  Hospital.

VII.  OTHER  SERVICES. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACT,  1913. 

The  following  is  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Committee  : — 

“ There  have  been  77  cases  under  consideration  during  the 
year.  Eight  new  cases  have  been  notified  to  the  Local  Authority, 
bringing  the  total  number  notified  under  the  Act  to  68.  Of  these, 
1 has  died,  4 are  in  Asylums,  18  are  in  Institutions,  and  45  are 
under  supervision  in  their  own  homes. 

No  fresh  cases  have  been  sent  to  Institutions  during  the 
year;  but  two  cases  have  been  transferred  from  Institutions  to 
Asylums,  one  has  been  transferred  from  a Poor  Law  to  a State 
Institution,  and  one  other  has  been  allowed  leave  of  absence  from 
an  Institution. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Mental  Deficiency  Committee 
was  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  defectives  in  Institutions 


as  follows  : — 

London  Road  Poor  Law  Institution  ...  9 

Midland  Counties’  Institution  ...  ...  3 

Stoke  Park  Colony  ...  ...  ...  2 

Darenth  Training  Colony  ...  ...  1 


There  are  three  other  defectives  in  Institutions  (one  in  each 
of  the  following  : — Rampton  State  Institution,  Whittington  Hall, 
and  Brentry  Certified  Institution),  but  the  maintenance  of  these 
is  not  chargeable  to  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  was  also  responsible  for  the  cost  of  retaining 
two  defectives  (over  16  years  of  age)  at  the  Wheatley  Street 
Special  School  (one  of  these  was  withdrawn  in  December,  1921). 

Forty-five  statutory  and  29  voluntary  cases  have  been  under 
supervision  in  their  own  homes. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  224  have  been  paid  to  the  homes 
of  cases  coming  under  the  consideration  of  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Committee. 

The  Board  of  control  renewed  for  a period  of  one  year  their 
approval  of  the  London  Road  Poor  Law  Institution  for  the  recep- 
tion of  eighteen  mental  defectives  above  16  years  of  age. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  had  to  consider  the  position 
arising  from  the  failure  of  four  parents  to  contribute  as  agreed

towards  the  cost  of  maintaining-  their  mentally  defective  children 
in  Institutions. 

Upon  a promise  being-  given  in  three  cases  that  these  con- 
tributions would  be  resumed  when  they  re-started  work,  it  was 
agreed  that  nothing  could  be  gained  by  pressing  the  cases. 

The  fourth  was  a case  where  the  application  for  payment 
met  with  a blank  refusal.  The  man  was  taken  before  the  Magis- 
trates in  October,  and  pleaded  unemployment.  Early  in  1922  he 
obtained  work,  and  has  since  regularly  paid  his  contribution.” 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

Conferences  have  taken  place  between  your  Public  Health 
Committee  and  representatives  of  the  Coventry  Society  for  the 
Blind,  and  also  with  Mr.  Thurman,  the  local  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  dealing  with  this  Act,  with  a view  to  formulating  a 
scheme  under  the  Act.  The  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  Circular  (No.  120),  dated  August,  1920,  an  inspection 
of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  theatres,  music  halls  and  places  of 
public  entertainment  in  the  district  has  been  made,  and  reports 
submitted  to  the  Watch  and  Public  Health  Committees. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  AND  ORDERS  OF  THE 
MINISTRY  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Mr.  Clarke,  Inspector  under  these  Acts,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ No  outbreaks  of  Glanders,  Anthrax,  or  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  have  been  recorded  during  the  past  year.  One  outbreak 
of  Swine  Fever  and  one  outbreak  of  Parasitic  Mange  have  been 
notified.  The  usual  Detention  and  Isolation  notices  were  issued, 
and  the  premises  disinfected  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  The  periodical 
cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  the  Markets  and  Sale  Yards  have 
been  carried  out  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Markets  and 
Sales  Order  of  1910;  and  no  case  of  any  of  the  scheduled  dis- 
eases has  been  observed  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  in  attend- 
ance.” 
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FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1906. 

Six  samples  of  barley  meal  were  submitted  to  the  Official 
Agricultural  Analyst,  who  reported  that  four  of  the  samples 
coulc^  be  considered  of  commercially  genuine  quality,  and  that 
two  samples  contained  a fair  quantity  of  meals  not  derived  from 
barley. 

The  vendors  of  the  two  adulterated  samples  were  informed 
that  the  latitude  allowed  during  the  war  in  the  description  and 
composition  of  feeding  stuffs  would  now  cease,  and  for  the  future 
vendors  must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act.

PIG  KEEPING. 

During  the  war  some  relaxation  was  allowed  by  your  Public 
Health  Committee  of  the  byelaw  prohibiting  the  keeping  of  pigs. 
Early  in  the  year  the  temporary  permissions  granted  were  mostly 
withdrawn,  when  it  was  found  that  in  the  majority  of  instances 
the  keeping  of  pigs  had  already  been  discontinued.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  following-  information  is  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  : — 

1.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

The  Coventry  District  Nursing  Association. 

The  Foleshill  Nursing  Association. 

Private  Nurses. 

( b ) Infectious  Diseases,  e.g. , Measles,  etc. 

The  Coventry  District  Nursing  Association. 

The  Foleshill  Nursing  Association. 

The  arrangements  for  general  (charitable)  nursing  in  the 
City  are  in  the  hands  of  the  two  voluntary  Nursing  Associations. 

The  home  nursing  of  measles,  German  measles,  and  whoop- 
ing cough  is,  by  agreement  with  the  City  Council,  carried  out 
by  the  two  Nursing  Associations.  An  annual  retaining  fee  of 
£t>°  is  paid  to  the  Coventry  Association,  together  with  a fee  of 
one  shilling  for  each  house  in  which  a case  is  attended  and  nursed. 
The  Foleshill  Association  is  paid  a retainer  of  ^5  and  the  shilling 
fee  as  above. 

Cases  of  these  diseases  are  referred  to  the  associations  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  medical  practitioners,  and  a 
return  of  all  cases  attended  is  made  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

2.  Midwives. 

The  City  Council  does  not  employ  practising  midwives,  nor 
does  it  subsidise  any. 

The  number  of  practising  midwives  in  the  City  is  39;  and 
details  in  regard  to  their  work  are  shewn  on  page  77. 

3.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Council  has  its  own  Child  Welfare  Centre  (previously 
referred  to  in  the  Report)  in  the  Council  House,  but  this  Centre 
is  about  to  be  removed  to  the  Barracks  Hospital. 

There  is  also  a voluntary  committee  of  ladies — the  Infant 
Welfare  Committee — who  manage  four  voluntary  infant  welfare 
centres  situated  at  Leicester  Causeway,  Bray’s  Lane,  Lord  Street, 
and  Spon  End. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries. 
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The  School  Clinic  is  situated  in  King-  Street,  and  contains 
Eye,  X-Ray,  Dental  and  Cleansing-  Departments  ( vide  Report  of 
the  School  Medical  Officer). 

The  Central  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  of  the  Warwickshire 
and  Coventry  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee  is  situated  at  4,  The 
Quadrant.  This  is  fitted  with  an  X-Ray  Department. 

The  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital  has  a Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic. 

4.  Hospitals  available  for  the  City. 

(a)  Tuberculosis. — Bramcote  Sanatorium,  situate  in  the  Bulk- 
ington  Urban  District;  accommodation  for  about  62  males. 

Exhall  Sanatorium,  situate  in  the  Foleshill  Rural  District; 
accommodation  for  48  females  and  children.  Both  of  these  are 
supported  by  the  Joint  Tuberculosis  Committee  previously  referred 
to. 

A variable  number  of  beds  are  hired  as  required  in  other 
Sanatoria  ( vide  Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer). 

( b ) Maternity. — Dunsmoor  Municipal  Maternity  Home;  this 
is  situated  at  55,  Holyhead  Road,  and  has  9 beds. 

The  Guardians  also  have  lying--in  wards  at  their  Institution, 
London  Road. 

Difficult  cases  are  from  time  to  time  admitted  to  the  Coventry 
and  Warwickshire  Hospital. 

(c)  Fever. — The  City  Hospital ; situate  in  Stoney  Stanton 
Road,  with  120  beds,  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diph- 
theria, etc. 

The  Council  has  a separate  Smallpox  Hospital,  with  18  beds, 
at  Pinley,  in  the  Coventry  Rural  District. 

( d ) Other. — The  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  in 
Stoney  Stanton  Road,  is  a voluntary  Hospital,  with  General, 
Medical,  Surgical,  and  Children’s  Wards. 

The  Union  Infirmary,  11,  London  Road,  is  conducted  by  the 
Board  of  Guardians. 

5.  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 

infants  and  homeless  children. 

What  provision  exists  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Guardians. 

6.  Ambidance  facilities. 

(a)  Motor  ambulance  for  infectious  cases. 

(b)  Motor  ambulance  for  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents. 
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VIII.  HOUSING. 

Certain  particulars  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
regarding-  the  general  housing  conditions  in  the  City  were  fur- 
nished in  the  Report  for  1919.  In  the  main  these  are  similar 
to-day,  with  the  following  additional  particulars  : — 

The  Administrative  Block  at  the  Holbrooks  Hostels  has  been 
converted  into  4 cottages,  and  at  Whitmore  Park  the  scheme  of 
converting  hostels  into  286  cottages  has  been  completed.  In 
addition,  other  hostels  at  Whitmore  Park  are  at  present  being 
converted  into  50  cottages.  These  are  all  outside  the  City  bound- 
dary,  in  the  Coventry  Rural  District. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  houses  have  been  completed  on 
the  following  sites  : — Stoke  Green,  Gosford  Park,  Keppel  Street, 
Swan  Lane  Estate,  Hastings  Road,  Stoke  Heath,  and  Binley 
Road.  Of  these  houses,  83  are  outside  the  City  boundary,  in 
the  adjoining  Foleshill  or  Coventry  Rural  Districts. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  houses  have  been  erected  on 
“builders’  own  sites,”  under  Section  12  (3)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1919. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  156  houses  were  in  course  of  erec- 
tion, and  tenders  were  being  invited  for  the  erection  of  52  houses 
on  the  Lydgate  Road  Estate. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  48  houses  have  been  built  by 
private  enterprise  in  various  parts  of  the  City,  and  53  houses 
have  been  erected  at  Radford  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

It  has  not  been  possible  during  the  past  year  to  put  into 
operation  the  Clauses  of  the  Housing  Acts  relating  to  the  closure 
of  unfit  houses,  owing  to  the  absence  of  alternative  accommoda- 
tion for  displaced  tenants. 

The  usual  re-inspection  was  made  during  the  past  year  of 
all  houses  which,  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1909,  had  been 
converted  from  back-to-back  to  through-ventilated  houses ; and 
it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that,  with  one  exception,  the  houses 
were  properly  occupied  as  through-ventilated  houses.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  seventeenth  Annual 
Report  concerning  the  schools  and  school  children  under  your 
superintendence  in  this  City,  a system  of  medical  inspection  having 
been  inaugurated  by  your  Council  in  1905. 

The  Board  of  Education  (December,  1920)  issued  a circular 
letter  with  suggestions  for  the  arrangement  of  Annual  Reports  ; 
and  the  subject  matter  of  this  Report  is  therefore  arranged  in 
accordance,  as  far  as  possible,  with  those  suggestions. 

1.  Staff. 

The  names  of  the  staff  are  set  out  on  page  108. 

2.  General  Observations. 

The  personnel  of  the  school  medical  staff  has  remained  the 
same  during  the  year  as  it  was  at  the  end  of  1920,  except  that 
the  Junior  Clerk,  Mr.  H.  Waters,  has  been  transferred  to  a post 
of  more  responsibility  in  the  Education  Department,  and  Miss 
C.  Abbott  has  taken  his  position. 

The  year  was  the  first  in  which  two  whole-time  dentists 
were  uninterruptedly  at  work  during  the  whole  twelve  months. 
The  summary  of  the  work  done  would  appear  to  be  very  satis- 
factory. Primary  attention  is  given  to  the  undertaking  of  con- 
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servative  dentistry, ' the  preserving  of  the  teeth,  rather  than  to  a 
multiplication  of  extractions  and  the  swelling  of  the  number  of 
“cases  treated.” 

The  other  special  departments  of  the  Clinic  (viz.,  the  Eye, 
X-Ray  and  Ear)  continued  work  as  usual. 

Unfortunately,  in  September  last,  Miss  E.  K.  Brown,  the 
Organiser  of  Physical  Training,  had  to  apply  for  a prolonged 
leave  of  absence  on  account  of  her  health,  and  this  valuable  work 
has  been  interrupted  in  consequence. 

The  systematic  medical  inspection  of  the  children  attending 
the  secondary  schools — as  required  by  the  Education  Act,  1918 — 
was  commenced  early  in  the  year.  A voluntary  form  of  medical 
inspection  of  the  pupils  of  Barr’s  Hill  School  had  been  undertaken 
for  some  years  past  when  time  permitted.  These  inspections 
are  dealt  with  separately  on  page  125  and  in  the  Appendix. 

3.  School  Hygiene. 

Coventry  has  28  Elementary  Schools,  4 Secondary  Schools, 
and  1 Junior  Technical  School. 

There  are  20  Council  Elementary  Schools  and  8 Non-Pro- 
vided  Elementary  Schools. 

The  nominal  total  accommodation  of  the  Elementary  Schools 
is  now  for  20,991  scholars.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were 
21,670  children  on  the  school  registers.  Three  new  schools  were 
opened,  viz.,  Folly  Lane,  Holbrook  Lane  and  Narrow  Lane,  with 
a total  accommodation  for  3,000  children.  Enlargements  at 
Frederick  Bird  School  have  provided  for  an  additional  396  places. 
Station  Street  West  and  Kingfield  Schools  were  closed. 

The  hygiene  of  the  then  existing  schools  was  dealt  with 
fully  in  the  Report  for  1920. 

The  three  new  schools  mentioned  above  are  of  a “ semi-per- 
manent ” character,  being  built  of  two-inch  re-inforced  brickwork. 
An  examination  of  these  schools  suggests  that  in  one  or  two 
particulars  there  might  be  advantages  in  the  plans  of  new 
schools  being  examined  by  the  School  Medical  Service.  The 
extension  of  the  Frederick  Bird  School  is  of  brick. 

4.  Medical  Inspection. 

During  1921  all  three  age  groups,  i.e.,  “entrants,” 
“ leavers  ” and  8-year-olds,  have  been  systematically  inspected. 
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Principally  owing  to  Dr.  Newton’s  illness  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
it  was  not  possible,  however,  to  complete  the  examination  of  all 
the  schools  in  this  way. 

5.  Findings  of  Medical  Inspection. 

Review  of  the  facts  disclosed  by  medical  inspection. 

(a)  Uncleanliness. 

(1)  Body. — A certain  number  of  the  children  are  dirty.  Prob- 
ably one  cause  of  this  is  the  dirtiness  of  their  clothing.  The 
laundry  must  be  a very  difficult  problem  to  hard-worked  mothers 
whose  children’s  only  playground  is  the  muddy  street.  When 
one  sees  so  many  children  playing  games  which  seem  to  necessi- 
tate sliding  about  and  tumbling  into  the  mud,  one  wonders  if  it 
is  possible  for  their  mothers,  however  well-intentioned,  to  keep 
them  decently  clean.  There  is,  however,  a certain  amount  of 
dirt  in  ears  and  on  necks  which  could  be  avoided.  It  is  possible 
that  teachers  could  minimise  this  type  of  uncleanliness  by  periodic 
unexpected  inspections. 

(2)  Head. — The  number  of  “ Head  ” notices  which  it  is  found 
necessary  to  send  out  shows  no  sign  of  diminution.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  know  what  to  do  with  what  may  be  called  the  mild 
chronic  cases,  who  form  the  great  bulk  of  the  head  cases;  chil- 
dren who  can  never  be  crossed  off  the  nurses’  lists  because  they 
are  never  entirely  free  from  nits,  but  who,  at  the  same  time,  are 
not  bad  enough  to  be  dealt  with  either  by  “ exclusion  ” or 
“ cleansing.  ” 

The  system  adopted  for  dealing  with  the  condition  was 
explained  at  length  in  last  year’s  report. 

Children  who  require  to  be  dealt  with  under  Section  122  of 
the  Children  Act,  1908,  are  cleansed  at  the  Cleansing  Station 
attached  to  the  Clinic.  During  the  year  101  cases  were  so  dealt 
with  under  the  Act.  In  addition  to  these  cases,  370  were  dealt 
with  at  the  voluntary  request  of  the  parents.  Other  treatment 
carried  out  at  the  Cleansing  Station  included  147  baths;  these 
were  given  chiefly  for  scabies ; some,  however,  were  for  unclean- 
liness. Altogether,  3,757  visits  were  paid  to  the  Cleansing 
Station. 

No  parents  have  been  prosecuted  during  the  year  for  unclean- 
liness of  their  children.

All  necessary  information  with  regard  to  these  conditions  is 
given  by  Tables  on  pages  135,  138  and  139. 

(d)  Tuberculosis — Phthisis  (Consumption  of  the  Lungs). — It 
will  be  seen  from  the  table  on  page  135  that  11  children  were  found 
during  the  year  who'  were  thought  to  be  definitely  suffering  from 
this  disease,  while  from  the  table  on  page  136  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  are  38  such  children  known  in  the  City.  Some  figures 
supplied  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  are  interesting  as  showing 
the  small  number  of.  children  definitely  suffering  from  Phthisis. 
During  the  year  there  were  sent  to  him  from  all  sources  174  chil- 


dren  of  school  age  in  whom  Phthisis  was  suspected ; of  these,  he 
only  diag-nosed  6 as  actually  suffering-  from  the  disease,  and  S 
others  as  definitely  suspicious. 

Of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  there  were  found  during  the 
year  26  cases;  these  are  analysed  in  the  table  on  page  135. 

(e)  Skin  Diseases. 

(/)  External  Eye  Disease. 

In  these  conditions  the  figures  are  very  much  as  in  1920, 
with  the  exception  that  there  has  been  a large  increase  in  the 
number  of  eases  of  Impetigo  (sores).  Treatment  has  been  con- 
tinued as  was  described  in  the  last  report.

(h)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. — The  number  of  children 
suffering  from  such  conditions  treated  at  the  Clinic  is  shown  in 
the  table  on  page  137. 

(1)  Dental  Defects. — During  the  year  1921,  5,139  children 
of  the  systematic  age  groups,  6,  7 and  8,  were  examined  by  the 
School  Dentists  for  dental  defects.  Of  this  number,  3,819  were 
referred  for  treatment  and  2,007  actually  treated.  This  percent- 
age (52.5)  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year,  and  is  in  a great  part 
due  to  the  prevailing  unemployment  and  the  inability  of  a num- 
ber of  parents  to  pay  the  shilling  fee.  Children  outside  the  age 
groups  examined  and  treated  at  the  Clinic  numbered  1,093.  These 
children  attended  as  the  result  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers’  Examination,  or  were  sent  by  the  Head  Teachers.  This 
brings  the  total  numbers  of  elementary  school  children  examined 


and  treated  during-  the  year  to  3,100,  an  increase  over  1920  of 
1,971.  The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  children  to  the  Clinic 
was  5,729. 

In  addition,  in  1921  the  treatment  of  secondary  school 
children  referred  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  from 
their  school  inspections  was  undertaken.  Although  the  number 
treated  was  small,  the  amount  of  work  entailed  was  very  great, 
as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  on  page  144. 

In  the  course  of  re-examination  of  the  children  treated  in 
1920,  the  Dentists  were  pleased  to  find  a marked  improvement 
in  general  oral  cleanliness,  and  that  the  majority  of  these  children 
required  little  or  no  further  treatment  this  year.

(7)  Crippling  Defects. 

During  the  year  25  new  cases  were  found.  Most  of  these 
were  cases  of  paralysis  of  arm  or  leg  due  to  old  infantile  paralysis. 
The  others  were  Congenital  Talipes  (deformed  foot)  2,  Con- 
genital Dislocation  of  the  Hip  2,  Old  Tubercular  Hip  Disease  2, 
Amputation  of  the  Leg  1.  All  these  children  were  found  to  be 


fitted,  where  necessary,  with  correcting  apparatus.  Some  cases 
had  outgrown  their  old  apparatus  and  have  been  measured  for 
new.  The  boy  who  had  lost  a leg  is  also  an  Epileptic,  and  efforts 
are  being  made  to  get  him  into'  a Home.  None  of  these  children 
are  so  crippled  as  to  be  unable  to  attend  school  at  all. 

6.  Infectious  Disease. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  coming  to  the  notice  of  head 
teachers  are  required  to  be  notified  by  them  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  Doubtful  cases  of  infection  are  sent  to  the  Clinic  for 
examination,  or,  if  necessary,  one  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers  visits  the  school. 

Below  will  be  found  a table  showing  the  periods  of  exclusion 
which  are  in  force  in  this  City  for  the  respective  diseases. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria,  all  cases  and  contacts  are 
swabbed  by  the  school  nurses,  and  not  allowed  to  return  to  school 
until  two  successive  negatives  in  the  former  case  and  one  in  the 
latter  have  been  obtained.  In  this  connection  335  swabs  were 
taken  during  the  year. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  during  1921  to  close  any  school  on 
account  of  infectious  disease.

Note. — In  the  case  of  Small  Pox,  Chicken  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and 
Typhoid  Fever,  all  children  from  an  infected  home  are  excluded  from  school. 

In  the  case  of  Measles,  German  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough,  children  from 
infected  homes  are  allowed  to  go  to  school  if  they  attend  Senior  Departments  and 
have  themselves  had  the  disease.

On  page  58  is  a table  setting  out  the  number  of  notifications 
of  alleged  infectious  disease  among  school  children,  or  in  houses 
in  which  school  children  live,  received  from  schools  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  during  the  year. 

7.  Following  up. 

A card  is  made  out  for  every  child  in  whom  is  found  any 
defect  which  is  likely  to  be  benefited  by  treatment.  At  the  end  of 
about  six  weeks  from  the  examination  the  nurses  take  these  cards 
school  by  school  and  find  out  what  has  been  done.  Where  the 
condition  has  been  treated  the  card  is  marked  and  returned  to  its 
box ; where  nothing  has  been  done,  the  parent  is  visited  to  find 
out  the  reason,  and  an  attempt  made  to  overcome  prejudice, 
apathy,  or  whatever  is  the  obstruction.  Frequently  recalcitrant 
parents  are  persuaded  to  pay  a further  visit  to  the  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officers  to  be  assured  of  the  benefit  likely  to  follow 
the  treatment  advised. 

In  connection  with  this  work  the  following  table  shows  the

HOME  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


The  homes  of  children  with  dirty  or  verminous  heads  and 
bodies  are  visited  by  the  nurses.  In  the  course  of  these  and  other 
visits  to  the  homes  the  nurses  come  across  sanitary  defects  of 
various  kinds;  these  are  specified  on  a card  and  sent  through  to 
the  Health  Department.  A Sanitary  Inspector  then  visits  the 
house  and  reports  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  con- 
ditions ; it  is  then  dealt  with  on  its  merits. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  defects  referred  to  the 
Health  Department  during  the  year  : —

8.  Medical  Treatment. 

The  points  arising  under  this  heading  have  been  already 
dealt  with  under  heading  5. 

9.  Open-Air  Education. 

The  Education  Committee  provide  two  open-air  schools  dur- 
ing the  summer  months.  One,  Corley  Camp,  is  a residential 
school,  situated  on  high  ground  five  miles  from  the  City. 

The  other  is  of  the  nature  of  a playground  class  held  on  part 
of  the  roof  of  Centaur  Road  School.  'This  is  non-residential,  but 
the  children  are  kept  there  from  9 a.m.  till  4-30  p. m.,  and  receive 
a mid-day  meal. 

Corley  Camp. 

The  following  report  is  furnished  by  Miss  E.  Townsend,  the 
Teacher  in  charge  : — 

“ The  Corley  Camp  Open-Air  School  commenced  its  seventh 
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session  on  May  4th,  and  closed  on  October  21st,  1921 — a period  of 
24  weeks. 

There  have  been  the  same  number  of  children  in  residence  as  last 
year,  eleven  girls  and  five  boys,  most  of  whom  stayed  for  the  whole 
period,  there  having  been  only  three  changes. 

Before  our  arrival  at  Corley  some  improvement  had  been  made, 
the  shelter  used  as  schoolroom  and  playground  was  boarded  in  place 
of  the  tarpaulin  which  hitherto  had  formed  the  sides,  back,  and  roof 
of  the  shelter ; this  of  course  made  it  very  much  better  than  the  pre- 
vious year,  when,  with  rain  and  wind,  it  hardly  served  as  a shelter 
on  rough  and  wet  days,  when  it  was  most  needed.  During  the  first 
month  we  were  provided  with  some  desks  for  the  elder  children  ; these, 
though  far  from  ideal,  were  very  useful,  as  was  also  a cupboard  sup- 
plied for  our  school  materials. 

The  Physical  Welfare  Committee  met  at  the  Camp  in  June,  and 
as  the  outcome  of  this  visit  a second  bath  was  fixed,  the  dining  shelter 
was  moved,  and  a boarded  floor  put  in,  also  the  sides  were  boarded 
one  and  a half  feet  high.  This  was  a great  improvement,  both  in 
appearance  and  comfort,  as  it  protected  the  children’s  feet  and  legs 
on  cold  wet  days.  Certain  improvements  were  also  made  to  the 
teacher’s  hut. 

The  work  of  the  Camp  has  been  very  interesting,  and  the  average 
increase  in  weight  has  been  greater  than  last  year,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  no  individual  child  gained  as  much  as  did  one  girl  last  year. 

In  July  the  Mayor  appealed  through  the  Press  for  a gramophone 
and  toys  for  our  use,  and  we  were  provided  with  tennis  rackets,  cricket 
sets,  skipping  ropes,  and  a gramophone,  in  response  to  this  appeal ; 
these  were  all  very  much  appreciated. 

Miss  Warden,  of  Rock  Farm,  invited  the  children  to  tea  in  hay- 
making time,  and  Miss  Sutton,  of  Corley  School,  invited  them  to  an 
open-air  dancing  display,  and  to  a magic  lantern  entertainment,  all 
of  which  were  very  much  enjoyed.  The  weather  has  been  very  much 
better  than  last  year — at  times  we  found  it  very  trying,  and  it  needed 
all  our  efforts  to  keep  the  children  going.  At  the  suggestion  of  Dr. 
Newton,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  very  hot  weather  we  commenced 
the  day  an  hour  earlier,  and  went  to  bed  an  hour  later,  and  had  two 
extra  hours’  rest  in  the  middle  of  the  day;  the  drawback  to  this ‘was 
that  it  made  the  day  so  much  longer  for  the  staff,  but  the  children 
certainly  benefited  by  it. 

The  ages  of  the  children  varied  from  six  to  thirteen  years,  the 
average  being  nine  years.  This  makes  teaching  somewhat  difficult, 
but  the  progress  of  many  of  them  was  very  rapid,  considering  their 
poor  educational  attainments  on  admission.  One  girl,  nine  years  of 
age,  had  only  attended  school  for  a few  months  four  years  previously, 
and  a boy  of  seven  had  only  had  a few  dajrs  at  school ; but  under 
ideal  conditions  these  children  began  to  take  an  interest  in  their  sur- 
roundings and  school  work.  I have  used  the  same  dietary  and  time- 
table as  before,  as  these  had  the  approval  of  the  Inspectress  who  then 
visited. 

The  Governors  of  Bablake  School  very  generously  presented  capes 
for  the  children’s  use,  and  these  have  proved  very  useful  indeed.  The 
parents  visited  the  Camp  each  month,  and  most  of  them  expressed 


their  great  delight  in  the  children’s  manner  and  appearance.  I should 
like  to  sug-g-est  that  another  year  there  is  a larg-er  piece  fenced  off 
for  a grarden ; this  would  enable  the  children  to  cultivate  their  own 
plots,  and  I am  sure  would  be  of  great  benefit.”

Dr  Newton  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ The  continued  good  results  obtained  by  sending  children 
to  the  open-air  school  for  the  summer  point  towards  the  desira- 
bility of  an  extension  of  the  method  as  soon  as  it  is  financially 
possible.  The  practical  rebuilding  of  the  large  play  shed  last 
spring  has  made  possible  the  enlargement  of  the  Camp  by  using 
part  of  this  shed  as  a dormitory.  Six  beds  could  easily  be  placed 
there,  and  still  leave  ample  room  for  the  remainder  of  the  space 
to  be  used  as  school  room  and  recreation  room.  This  arrange- 
ment would  allow  a separate  dormitory  for  boys,  who  could  then 
be  chosen  from  among  children  of  somewhat  higher  ages,  which 
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would  be  of  advantage,  since  it  is  the  children  of  about  1 1 years 
of  age  who  appear  to  do  best.  Having,  hitherto,  had  a combined 
dormitory,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  take  boys  over  8 years  old. 
This  scheme  for  enlarging  the  Camp  to  6 boys  and  14  girls  was 
passed  by  the  Physical  Welfare  Sub-Committee  when  it  met  at 
Corley  in  June.” 


Open-Air  Class  at  Centaur  Road  School. 

This  open-air  school  is  held  each  year  from  May  to  the  third 
week  of  October.  Being  a day  school  only,  the  children  fail  to 
acquire  that  tolerance  to  changes  of  temperature  and  open-air 
conditions  met  with  in  a residential  school. 

The  programme  carried  out  has  not  been  changed  in  any 
essential  respect  since  1920,  when  it  was  fully  reported  on.  The 
accommodation  is  for  40  children — 20  boys  and  20  girls. 

The  children  are  selected  from  neighbouring  schools — 
Centaur  Road,  Earlsdon,  Spon  Street,  St.  John’s  and  St. 
Osburg’s.  It  was  found  that  when  children  came  from  more 
distant  schools  their  attendance  was  too’  irregular.

The  gain  in  weight  was  for  the  boys  .124  lbs.  per  week,  and 
for  the  girls  . 1 68  lbs.  per  week.  Two  boys  lost  weight. 

It  was  thought  necessary  to  keep  four  children  under  observa- 
tion after  the  school  had  closed. 


Miss  Carter,  the  Head  Mistress,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ The  Open-Air  Classes  were  held  from  2nd  May  until  14th 
October,  1921.  Forty-one  children  were  registered  during  the  session, 
two  teachers  being  in  charge. 
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The  attendance  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  the  percentage  for 
hoys  being  89.9,  for  girls  94-3;  fewer  long  absences  were  recorded, 
and  the  unusually  fine  summer  was  of  course  favourable  to  open-air 
conditions. 

The  classes  were  conducted  on  lines  similar  to  those  of  previous 
years,  very  little  alteration  being  made  either  in  the  curriculum,  or  the 
meals.  The  absence  of  food  restrictions  made  it  possible  to  give  more 
variety  for  meals,  and  this  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children, 
who,  with  one  exception,  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  wholesome  well- 
cooked  food.  The  importance  of  the  daily  rest  cannot  be  over- 
emphasised, and  it  is  worth  noting  that  the  children  slept  soundly  at 
mid-day,  the  daylight  apparently  being  no  deterrent  to  sleep.” 

10.  Physical  Training. 

Miss  E.  K.  Brown,  the  Org-aniser  of  Physical  Training, 
obtained  leave  of  absence  in  September,  as  her  health  had  broken 
down.  Until  then  the  co-operation  of  her  work  with  that  of  the 
School  Medical  Department  continued  as  described  in  the  report 
for  1920. 

11.  Provision  of  Meals. 

So  far  there  has  been  very  little  need  for  any  movement  on 
the  part  of  the  school  medical  service  in  this  matter.  The  work 
appears  to  be  adequately  dealt  with  by  the  attendance  department. 

A few  cases  of  under-feeding-,  where  neither  parents  nor 
teachers  have  applied  for  school  meals,  have  been  met  with  and 
reported. 

The  dietary  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer,  who  has  also  inspected  the  premises  and 
arrangements  during  meal  times. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  during  the  year  was 
M°>500- 

The  number  receiving  meals  at  any  one  time  varied  from 
1,294  f°r  the  week  ending  12th  March,  to  195  for  the  week  ending 
December  31st. 

During  the  months  of  February  and  March  upwards  of  5,500 
meals  were  provided  weekly! 

* In  October,  on  the  decision  of  the  Physical  Welfare  Sub- 
Committee,  the  feeding  was  discontinued  of  children  whose 
parents  were  receiving  the  full  scale  of  relief  from  the  Board  of 
Guardians.  This  resulted  in  a considerable  decrease  in  the  num- 
bers catered  for. 

Mid-day  meals  only  are  provided,  and  these  are  issued  at

four  centres,  viz.,  Broad  Street  School,  John  Gulson  School, 
Spoil  Street  School  and  the  Municipal  Restaurant.  As  a matter 
of  convenience,  all  meals  are  cooked  at  the  Municipal  Restaurant 
and  conveyed  to  the  various  centres  by  motor  vans.  Women 
helpers  are  employed  in  serving. 

Dinners  are  provided  on  application,  and  investigation  then 
follows;  should  the  parents  be  found  to  be  in  a position  to  pay, 
the  child  is  struck  off  the  list  and  the  parents  are  charged  with 
the  meals  received. 

The  School  Medical  Officers  visit  the  Municipal  Restaurant 
periodically. 

The  cost  per  meal  is  approximately  sixpence. 

12.  School  Baths. 

The  special  school  for  mental  defectives  is  the  only  elementary 
school  in  Coventry  provided  with  a bath. 

13.  Co-operation  of  Parents. 

In  order  to  obtain,  where  possible,  the  presence  of  parents 
at  the  systematic  examination  an  invitation  is  sent  out  the  pre- 
vious dav.

The  results,  as  far  as  infants  and  girls  are  concerned,  are 
good,  the  attendances  of  parents  being  77.1  per  cent,  and  54.7 
per  cent,  respectively.  The  attendance  of  parents  of  the  older 
boys  is  not  so  good ; probably  the  boys  themselves  are  partly  to 
blame,  as  many  of  them  object  to  their  mothers  coming. 

In  order  that  the  parents’  co-operation  may  be  obtained,  with 
regard  to  any  treatment  required,  the  defects  and  the  possible 
result  of  non-treatment  are  explained  to  them  as  simply  and  fully 
as  possible. 

14.  Co-operation  of  Teachers. 

It  is  always  found  that  teachers  are  willing  to  facilitate  the 
work  of  medical  inspection  as  much  as  they  can.  Frequently  the 
systematic  inspection  entails  much  inconvenience  to  them  owing 
to  the  lack  of  special  accommodation. 

Most  of  the  following-up  is  done  by  the  School  Nurses,  but  a 
list  of  defects  found  is  always  sent  to  the  Head  Teachers,  who  are 
asked  to  inspect  the  children  thereon  periodically,  and  thus  save 
the  Nurses  a certain  amount  of  time.  Teachers  frequently  also 
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interview  parents,  and  take  the  opportunity  of  urging  that  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  be  taken. 

Many  special  cases  are  seen  at  the  Clinic  as  the  result  of 
teachers  advising  parents  to  bring  their  children. 

15.  Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers. 

There  is  close  co-operation  with  this  department.  With 
regard  to  the  systematic  inspection  the  help  of  the  Attendance 
Department  is  unnecessary  but  a number  of  special  cases  are  sent 
to  the  Clinic  by  the  Attendance  Officers.  These  are  mostly  cases 
of  chronic  illness,  who  are  absent  from  school  for  long  periods, 
and  who  should  be  under  observation  by  the  Medical  Officers. 
Certificates  of  unfitness  to  attend  school  are  not  given  to  the 
parents  but  sent  to  the  Attendance  Department,  the  officers  of 
which  are  then  able  to  look  up  the  children  at  the  end  of  the 
period  stated. 

16.  Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. 

Much  useful  work  is  done  by  the  Charity  Organisation 
Society  in  sending  children  to  Convalescent  Homes  on  the  advice 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer.  During  the  year  42  children  have 
been  sent  either  to  the  seaside  or  country  for  periods  varying 
from  one  to  six  months,  the  average  being  two  months.  The 
Homes  to  which  children  are  sent  are  as  follows  : — The  Royal 
Alexandra,  Rhyl;  The  House  Beautiful,  Bournemouth;  Rose 
Hill,  Torquay;  Moseley  Convalescent  Home;  The  Nursing  Home, 
Stratford-on-Avon ; Victoria  House,  Clevedon ; and  the  Herbert 
Home,  Bournemouth. 

The  help  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  is  occasionally  asked  and  obtained. 

17.  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children. 

Ascertainment  of  children  with  the  above  defects  is  done  by 
the  teachers  and  the  attendance  officers.  Undoubtedly  a few 
children  who  have  never  been  to  school  are  missed,  as  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  occasionally  such  children  are  brought  to  the 
Clinic  by  parents  without  any  previous  reference  to  either  of  the 
above-mentioned  officials. 

The  numbers  of  these  children  who  are  known  are  given 
in  the  table  on  page  136. 
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With  regard  to  the  deaf  children,  in  addition  to  those  put 
down  as  totally  deaf,  there  are  a number  who  are  so  deaf  as  to 
be  at  a very  great  disadvantage  in  an  ordinary  school.  Since 
there  is  much  difficulty  in  persuading  parents  to  allow  their  chil- 
dren to  go  away  to  a residential  institution,  even  when  they  are 
quite  deaf,  it  might  be  worth  while  opening  a day  class  some- 
where in  the  centre  of  the  town  for  the  teaching  of  lip-reading. 
There  are  certainly  sufficient  very  deaf  children  in  the  City  to 
warrant  such  a proceeding. 

Mental  Defectives. — The  Special  School  at  Wheatley  Street 
has  accommodation  for  72  children.  During  the  year  6 children 
were  admitted,  and  1 1 have  left  the  school.  The  average  number 
on  the  roll  was  64,  and  the  average  attendance  56.7. 

Comparing  our  Special  School  with  others  which  have 
been  visited  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  one  notices  that  the 
average  type  at  Wheatley  Street  is  a very  low  one.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  great  care  is  taken  in  Coventry  not  to  admit 
children  who  are  merely  dull  and  backward.  Few  children  are 
admitted  after  a single  examination;  the  majority  of  those  sent 
for  examination  by  Head  Teachers  are  referred  for  six  months 
to  see  if  any  improvement  takes  place. 

This  attitude  is  adopted  quite  deliberately,  as  it  is  realised 
that  although  it  would  be  perhaps  to  the  educational  advantage 
of  dull  and  backward  children  to  receive  the  special  tuition  given 
at  a Special  School,  yet  this  would  be  outweighed  bv  the  stigma 
and  perhaps  mental  irritation  of  being  at  the  “ sillv  school.”  One 
session  per  week  is  spent  at  the  Special  School  bv  Dr.  Newton 
for  the  purpose  of  systematically  examining  the  children  both 
physically  and  mentally.  Parents  are  seen  frequently  and  advised 
as  to  general  treatment,  especially  when  children  reach  the  age 
of  74  years  and  wish  to  leave  the  school. 

Much  difficulty  is  met  with  at  this  stage,  as  parents  feel 
keenly  the  expense  of  keeping  children  at  school  from  14  to  16 
years  of  age.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  this,  however,  both  from  the  educational  and  disciplinary 
point  of  view. 

During  the  year  8 children  were  11  notified  ” to  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Committee. 
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The  following-  table  shows  the  after  history,  so  far  as  it  can 
be  ascertained,  of  children  who  have  passed  through  the  school  : —

18.  Nursery  Schools. 

There  are  no  Nursery  Schools  in  the  City. 


19.  Secondary  Schools. 

There  are  two  secondary  schools  entirely  under  the  control 
of  the  Education  Committee ; both  are  for  girls.  The  Junior 
Technical  School  (for  boys)  comes  under  the  same  category. 
Bablake  School  (for  boys)  has  been  treated  as  a municipal  secon- 
dary school,  as  far  as  medical  inspection  is  concerned,  at  the 
request  of  the  Governors. 

The  medical  examination  of  the  secondary  school  children 
reveals  a g-ood  standard  of  health  and  development.  The  general 
atmosphere  is  one  of  brightness  and  fitness  for  work  and  games. 
It  is  worth  noting  that  a definite  improvement  occurs  in  the 
general  well-being  of  the  children  who  gain  scholarships  after 
a year  of  attendance  at  a secondary  school.  This  is  probably 
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due  to  the  increased  amount  of  time  devoted  to  games  and  physical 
exercises. 

Of  the  1,001  scholars  inspected,  24.4%  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  some  defect;  this  might  appear  to  be  large,  but 
when  it  is  noted  that  visual  defects  constitute  46.5%  of  the 
whole,  and  many  of  the  rest  are  of  so  minor  an  importance  as 
to  leave  a percentage  of  only  7.7  for  defects  of  definite  gravity, 
it  must  be  obvious  that  the  proportion  of  unhealthy  children  is 
low. 

Some  cases  have  been  re-examined  periodically.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  no  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  diagnosed. 
The  re-examinations  made  up  to  the  present  suggest  the  import- 
ance of  early  treatment  in  the  various  disturbances  of  adoles- 
cence, since  in  each  case  improvement  has  occurred. 

Much  work  remains  to  be  done  in  impressing  the  importance 
of  static  deformities,  and  class  teachers  have  more  in  their  power 
than  they  may  suspect  in  correcting  careless  and  lazy  habits  of 
sitting  and  standing.

To  assist  in  the  administration  of  the  Bye-Laws  co-operation  has 
been  established  with  a number  of  other  departments  of  the  Corpora- 
tion where  the  duties  of  the  officers  bring  them  into  contact  with 
employed  children.  Adequate  supervision  is  maintained  in  the  streets 
by  means  of  street  patrol  early  on  two  mornings  each  week  and  on 
two  evenings  each  week  beyond  the  normal  employment  hours,  and 
also  on  two  Sundays  each  month. 

Head  Teachers  and  School  Attendance  Officers  report  all  sus- 
pected cases  of  illegal  employment  which  come  to  their  notice.  Returns 
of  employed  children  are  occasionally  obtained  from  schools  for  the 
purpose  of  investigation. 

It  has  been  found  that  a good  deal  of  child  labour  is  exploited 
at  holiday  Pleasure  Fairs,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  effect  an 
improvement  in  these  conditions. 

No  child  is  permitted  to  be  employed  if  the  School  Medical  Officer 
certifies  that  the  occupation  is  prejudicial  to  the  child’s  health  or 
physical  development. 

Quarterly  visits  are  made  to  premises,  etc.,  in  which  occupa- 
tions prohibited  to  children  are  carried  on,  e.g.,  kitchens  of  restau- 
rants and  hotels,  slaughter  houses,  billiard  and  bagatelle  saloons 
barbers’  shops,  theatres  and  places  of  public  entertainment.  The 
arrangement  recently  made  by  the  Committee,  whereby  facilities  are 
allowed  for  the  latter  places  to  be  visited,  will  permit  appropriate 
investigation  being  made,  which  hitherto  has  been  impracticable. 

During  the  present  industrial  depression  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Bye-Laws  requires  tactful  and  judicious  handling, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  with  only  five  prosecutions  so  much 
useful  work  has  been  accomplished.” 

Juvenile  Labour  Exchange  and  Bureau. 

The  following-  particulars  are  taken  from  the  Juvenile 
Employment  Sub-Committee’s  Report  for  the  year  ending-  31st 
July,  1921  : — 


“ Coventry  Juvenile  (Choice  of  Employment)  Scheme. 

Under  the  Education  (Choice  of  Employment)  Act,  1910,  Local 
Education  Authorities  are  empowered  to  make  arrangements,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education,  for  giving  to  boys  and  girls 
under  17  years  of  age  (amended  to  18  years  by  Section  22  of  the  Edu- 
cation Act,  1918),  assistance  with  regard  to  the  choice  of  suitable 
employment.  The  duties  of  the  Coventry  Education  Committee,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  are  set  out  in  the  “ Scheme 
for  the  establishment  of  a Juvenile  Exchange  and  Bureau,”  and  are 
delegated  to  a Committee  known  as  the  “ Juvenile  (Choice  of  Employ- 
ment) Sub-Committee.”  The  latter  meets  monthly  at  the  Education 
Office,  Council  House,  Coventry. 

Briefly  stated,  the  aims  of  the  scheme  are:— -First,  to  guide  chil- 
dren on  leaving  school  into  such  employment  as  is  likely  to  provide 
them  with  a permanent  and  satisfactory  means  of  livelihood ; and, 
second,  to  keep  in  touch  with  them  during  the  difficult  and  critical 
years  of  their  early  industrial  life. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  duties  of  the  Sub-Committee 
have  been  augmented,  especially  with  regard  to  the  allowance  and  pay- 
ment of  Unemployment  Benefit.  More  detailed  information  of  this 
subject  appears  in  a later  paragraph  under  the  heading,  “ Juveniles 
and  Unemployment  Insurance.” 

Juvenile  Exchange  and  Employment.

When  considering  these  figures  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  demand  for  juvenile  labour  during  the  War  period  was  altogether 
abnormal.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  vacancies  notified  and 
filled  during  the  past  year  compares  very  unfavourably  even  with  the 
year  ending  July,  1920,  which  itself  shows  a substantial  decrease  as 
compared  with  the  last  three  years  of  the  War. 

The  largest  numbers  of  vacancies  were  notified  early  in  the  year, 
and  during  August  and  September,  1920.  After  that  the  number  of 
vacancies  notified  and  filled  dropped  gradually  until  April,  1921,  when 
a slight  improvement  commenced.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  children  placed  in  situations  immediately  on  leaving  school  is  very 
low  as  compared  with  previous  years,  due  to  the  dearth  of  openings 
in  the  local  trades. 


Co-operation  with  Schools. 

During-  the  year  active  co-operation  has  been  maintained  between 
the  Elementary  Schools  and  the  Juvenile  Exchange,  and  special  efforts 
have  been  made  to  obtain  a school  report-card  in  respect  of  every  boy 
and  girl  leaving  school.  There  has  been  a great  improvement  in  this 
direction,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  into  effect  the  original 
desire  to  compile  an  accurate  record  of  the  early  industrial  life  of  the 
boys  and  girls  leaving  the  Elementary  Schools. 

The  Juvenile  (Choice  of  Employment)  Sub-Committee  wish  again 
to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  ready  and  willing  assistance  given 
to  them  in  their  work  by  the  Head  and  Assistant  Teachers,  and  par- 
ticularly of  the  excellent  detailed  reports  supplied  each  term  in  respect 
of  children  about  to  leave  school. 

Parents  are  invited  to  call  with  their  children  at  the  Juvenile 
Exchange  prior  to  the  school  leaving  date,  to  discuss  the  child’s  future 
career  and  the  prospects  offered  by  particular  trades.  The  hours  set 
aside  for  this  purpose  (Friday  evenings,  from  4-30  to  7,  and  Saturday 
mornings  from  9 to  12  noon)  do  not  interfere  with  attendance  at 
school. 

Placing  Meetings. 

Consequent  upon  the  operation  of  Section  9 (1)  of  the  Education 
Act,  1918,  children  who  attain  the  age  of  14  years  during  a school 
term  are  not  exempt  from  school  attendance  until  the  end  of  that  term. 
The  result  of  this  is  that  instead  of  a small  number  of  school  leavers 
each  week,  a large  number  of  children  are  available  for  employment 
af  the  end  of  each  school  term,  viz.,  Christmas,  Easter  and  Mid- 
summer. 

To  meet  this  change  of  conditions  “ Placing  Meetings  ” have 
been  introduced.  These  meetings  are  held  at  the  schools,  and  the 
scholars  about  to  leave,  and  their  parents*  are  invited  by  the  Head 
Teacher  to  attend.  Representatives  from  the  Education  Department 
and  the  Juvenile  Employment  Exchange,  together  with  the  Head 
Teacher,  interview  each  parent  and  child.  The  child’s  future  is  care- 
fully discussed  and  much  useful  information  bearing  upon  this  is 
freely  exchanged,  and,  if  suitable  employment  is  available,  arrange- 
ments are  completed  there  and  then. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  few  vacancies  have  been  available, 
as  these  meetings  have  proved  extremely  popular  with  both  parents 
and  children.  The  support  of  employers  of  labour  is  invited,  and  all 
employers  are  circularised  with  the  object  of  securing  their  co-opera- 
tion in  this  important  matter. 

During  the  period  under  review,  ten  “ Placing  Meetings  ” were 
held,  at  which  215  children  and  98  parents  were  interviewed.  The 
results  obtained  were  most  encouraging,  and  when  trade  revives  the 
meetings  will  undoubtedly  serve  a very  useful  purpose. 

Lectures  to  Children  about  to  Leave  School. 

During  the  winter  session  of  1920-1921,  the  following  Lectures 
on  Industries  of  the  City  were  given  at  the  Technical  Institute,  with  a 
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view  to  assisting  boys  and  girls  in  selecting  an  occupation  likely  to  ofe 
suitable  to  their  tastes  and  aptitudes.

The  Lecturers  fully  recognised  the  object  of  the  lectures  and 
adapted  their  addresses  accordingly.  With  the  aid  of  lantern  slides, 
experiments,  specimens,  etc.,  the  lectures  were  made  attractive  as  well 
as  instructive  and  were  keenly  listened  to  by  the  children.  About  250 
boys  or  girls  were  in  attendance  on  each  occasion  except  the  first, 
when  about  80  boys  and  youths  were  present ; this  small  attendance 
was  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  lecture  was  given  in  the  evening, 
an  inconvenient  time  for  school  children.  The  time  was  afterwards 
altered  to  the  afternoon. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  best  thanks  to  those  ladies 
and  gentlemen  who  so  kindly  gave  their  services. 


Juveniles  and  Unemployment  Insurance. 

Under  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act,  1920,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  8th  November,  1920,  the  great  majority  of  juvenile 
workers  on  attaining  the  age  of  16  are  compulsorily  insured  against 
unemployment. 

The  age  qualifying  for  the  receipt  of  Unemployment  Benefit  was 
altered  from  17  to  16  years,  and  as  a result  the  number  of  juvenile 
claims  to  benefit  considerably  increased. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  administration  of  the  various  Unemploy- 
ment Insurance  Acts  (often  subject  to  numerous  qualifications)  has 
entailed  a great  volume  of  work  in  the  Juvenile  Departments,  and  the 
duties  of  the  Juvenile  (Choice  of  Employment)  Sub-Committee  have 
correspondingly  increased. 

The  Sub-Committee  is  now  rendering  assistance  (similar  to  that 
given  under  the  Out-of-Work  Donation  Scheme)  as  regards  investi- 
gating claims  to  Unemployment  Benefit. 


^he  principal  qualifications  for  the  receipt  of  benefit  are : — 

1.  The  furnishing-  of  proof  of  insurable  employment  in  at  least 

20  weeks  since  December  31st,  iqiq. 

2.  Proof  that  the  applicant  is  normally  in  insurable  employment, 

and 

3.  That  the  applicant  is  g-enuinely  seeking-  whole-time  employ- 

ment and  is  unable  to  obtain  it. 

In  order  to  deal  effectively  with  the  claims  to  benefit  made  by 
boys  and  g-irls,  the  Juvenile  (Choice  of  Employment)  Sub-Committee 
have  appointed  a Rota  Sub-Committee.  This  meets  periodically,  as 
required,  and  all  the  facts  relating-  to  each  claim  are  considered,  and 
payment  recommended  or  not  recommended  accordingly. 

Nine  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  period  of  this  report 
and  applications  for  unemployment  benefit  from  637  boys  and  443  girls 
have  been  dealt  with.” 

Appendices  to  the  Report  show  that  during  the  twelve  months 
in  question  1,905  reports  were  received  from  Head  Teachers  in 
regard  to  boys  and  girls  leaving  school;  also  that  3,327  applica- 
tions were  received  for  employment;  740  vacancies  were  notified 
and  733  vacancies  filled. 

An  analysis  of  the  vacancies  shows  that  for  both  boys  and 
girls  the  preponderating  employment  found  is  that  in  branches 
of  engineering. 

22.  Special  Enquiries. 

Dr.  Newton  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ Stammering  Classes. — During  the  years  1920  and  1921 
several  classes  were  held  for  stammerers.  These  classes  were 
conducted  on  the  lines  of  the  Berquand  system,  and  were  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Humphries  who  had  had  special  instruction 
in  this  method. 

Each  class  consisted  of  about  10  boys  or  girls  ranging  in 
age  from  10  to  14  years;  it  being  considered  that  children  below 
10  years  of  age  have  not  sufficient  general  intelligence  properly 
to  carry  out  the  instructions.  It  is  evident  that  for  full  advantage 
to  be  obtained  from  the  course  the  intelligent  comprehension  and 
co-operation  of  both  pupils  and  parents  is  essential.  The  classes 
were  held  at  the  Technical  Institute,  each  covering  a period  of 
about  eight  weeks. 

In  October,  1921,  after  all  the  known  cases  had  attended  a 
course,  a general  revision  course  was  held  for  all  who  were  still 
at  school  and  whose  parents  were  willing  for  them  to  attend. 
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Some  of  the  children  being  fourteen  years  old  when  the  classes 
commenced  had  by  this  time  left  school.  During  the  whole  of 
the  time  Miss  Humphries  held  a Saturday  morning  revision  class 
for  all  who  were  willing  to  attend.  This  class,  unfortunately, 
was  not  so  well  attended  as  it  should  have  been.  It  is  always 
difficult  to  get  children  to  attend  for  any  sort  of  instruction  or 
treatment  except  during  school  hours.  A revision  class  of  some 
kind  is,  however,  essential  as  it  is  practically  always  found  that 
children  tend  to  relapse  to  a greater  or  less  extent  after  a single 
initial  course. 

At  the  end  of  the  October  revision  course,  Miss  Humphries 
interviewed,  as  far  as  possible,  all  the  children,  their  parents  and 
their  teachers,  and  was  thus  able  to  obtain  a correct  statement  of 
the  results.  Her  figures  are  as  follows  : — Out  of  the  58  children 
who  had  passed  through  her  hands,  28  were  considered  practically 
cured,  one  cannot  say  quite  cured,  because  they  are  apparently 
liable  to  slight  relapses  if  run  down  in  health;  lc^were  considered 
markedly  improved ; 9 showed  only  slight  improvement,  while 
the  other  two  had  left  the  City,  and  so  could  not  be  reported  on. 

Some  of  the  cases  were  originally  exceedingly  severe;  two 
cases  could  not  speak  at  all  without  spasmodic  jerking,  not  only 
ol  the  lower  jaw  but  of  the  arms  and  legs  as  well.  Six  of  the 
nine  cases  showing  only  slight  improvement  had  not  attended 
any  revision  class  at  all;  one  of  the  nine  suffered  from  congenital 
tremors  of  the  whole  body,  and  probably  will  always  stammer 
to  some  extent  in  consequence.” 

“ Dull  and  Backward  Children. — The  two  classes  for  these 
children,  reported  on  at  length  last  year,  have  been  continued 
during  1921.  It  has  not  been  possible,  however,  this  year  to 
examine  them  in  the  thorough  way  in  which  it  was  done  last  year. 
All  the  original  members  of  the  class  have  been  moved  back  into 
the  ordinary  school. 

The  Intelligence  Quotients  worked  out  in  1920  have  proved 
a fair  index  of  what  would  happen  to  these  children.  Those  with 
a high  I.Q.  improved  rapidly  in  the  special  class  and  have  been 
able  to  take  their  places  among  children  of  their  own  age ; those 
with  a low  I.Q.,  although  benefiting  by  the  individual  and  special 
attention  they  received,  remain  at  a lower  level  in  their  school 
work.  ’ ’ 
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23.  Miscellaneous. 

The  number  of  scholarship  candidates  examined  was  99;  of 
these,  18  called  for  re-examination.
